Gtntral  Instructions  for  Commanders  of  Her  Majesty  9  Ships  and 
Vessels  employed  in  the  Suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade, 

Bj  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  &c. 

1.  The  Slave  Trade  has  been  denounced  by  all  the  ciyilized  AaTBomirr. 
world  as  repugnant  to  every  principle  of  justice  and  humanity. 

You  are,  however,  to  bear  in  mind^  that  Great  Britain  claims  no 
nghts  whatever  with  respect  to  foreign  ships  engaged  in  that 
tnffio,  excepting  such  as  the  Law  of  Nations  warrants,  or  as  she 
poisesses  by  virtue  of  special  Treaties  and  Conventions  with 
particnUu*  States. 

2.  In  proceeding  to  deal  with  a  vessel  suspected  of  being 
engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  you  are  in  the  first  instance  to  refer 
to  that  part  of  the  Instructions  which  applies  to  the  particular 
circumstances  of  the  case.  But  those  Instructions  in  no  degree 
diminish  the  necessity  of  a  careful  study  of  the  Treaty,  Conven- 
tion, or  Law,  upon  which  they  are  founded.  You  are,  therefore, 
to  make  yourself  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  Treaties,  Con- 
ventions, and  Laws,  as  well  as  with  all  the  Instructions  given  to 
you  relative  to  the  Slave  Trade;  and  you  are  to  enjoin  the 
Officers  under  your  command  to  make  themselves  acquainted 
with  the  parts  that  refer  to  the  duties  which  those  Officers  may 
have  to  perform;  taking  care  to  afford  every  facility  for  this 
purpoee. 

3.  The  powers  with  whidi  you  are  invested  on  this  service 
are  entrusted  to  you  for  the  sole  purpose  of  suppressing  the 
Slave  Trade,  and  are  never  to  be  exercised  without  reasonable 
grounds  of  suspicion,  that  the  case  is  one  of  a  vessel  liable,  on 
aceonnt  of  being  engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  to  be  brought  to 
justice  by  Her  Majesty's  ship  under  your  command. 

4.  You  are  not  to  visit  a  vessel  under  a  Foreign  fla^  on  the 
High  Seas  on  suspicion  of  Slave  Trade,  except  in  virtue  of 
qiecial  authority  under  Treaty,  or  in  case  you  have  reason  to 
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believe  that  the  yesael  has  no  right  or  titfe  to  cUum  the  protection 
of  the  flag  she  bears. 

5.  You  are  not  on  any  accoont  to  search  any  vessel,  whether 
British  or  Foreign,  lying  within  the  reoofnized  jurisdiction  of  a 
Foreign  civilized  State,  without  the  fonnalpennission  of  the  local 
Authorities.  

Dbmbakoub        6.  Towards  every  functionary,   British    or  Foreign,    with 

TO  BB  OB-     whom  you  may  come  into  contact,  you  will  invariably  maintain 

OpncBBT    ^  respectful  and  courteous  demeanour. 

AND  Mbn.  7.     Towards  the  masters  and  crews  of  vessels  whose  cases  it 

will  be  your  duty  to  investigate,  in  the  service  of  suppressing  the 
Slave  Trade,  you  will  not  only  use  moderation,  ana  discretion, 
combined  with  firmness  in  the  execution  of  the  duty  entrusted  to 
you,  but  will  take  every  opportunity  of  affording  them  assistance 
m  distress;  giving  them  medical  advice  when  reauired,  and 
furnishing  supplies  where  they  are  urgently  needea,  and  can 
properly  be  spared  by  Her  Majesty's  ships. 

8.  You  will  take  special  care  to  ensure  propriety  of  language 
and  demeanour  on  the  part  of  Officers,  seamen  and  marines, 
towards  all  persons  with  whom  they  may  come  into  contact  in 
the  service  of  suppressing  the  Slave  Trade;  and  they  must  be 
reminded  that  any  breach  of  discipline,  or  any  exhibition  of 
intemperance,  will  be  visited  with  severe  punishmmit.  And  in 
all  cases  Her  Majesty's  Officers  are  to  recolleet,  that  they  will  be 
held  answerable,  not  only  for  their  own  conduct,  but  for  that  of 
their  ] 


BBXKonro  9.  You  are  not,  without  necessity,  to  resort  to  coercive : 
Vbmbls  to.  anres  for  bringing  vessels  to ;  and  you  are  to  be  cautions  not  to 
occasion  further  deviation  from  the  conrse  such  vessels  are  steer- 
ing, than  a  dne  regard  to  the  service  on  which  you  are  employed 
may  require;  and  you  will  bear  in  mind  that,  in  every  case, 
and  in  all  stages  of  the  proceedings,  it  is  highly  important  to 
cause  to  the  vessel  visited  as  little  delay  or  inconvenience  as 
possible,  consistent  with  the  effectual  discharge  of  the  duty  to  be 
executed.  

Visit  and  10.  You  are  not  entitled  to  insist,  that  a  boat  shall  be  sent

of  being  visited,  or  that  any  person  shall  come,  or  that  any 

papers  shall  be  brought^  on  board  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  upon 

such  occasion. 

11.  On  all  oooasioos  of  visiting  suspected  veasels,  the  Officer 
sent  on  board  is  to  be  in  proper  unifonui  and  of  the  rank 
Tequired  by  the  Treaty  or  Instructions  nnd^  which  the  visit  is 
made;  and  the  boat  in  which  he  goes  is  always  to  cany  a 
Britidbi  flag  and  pendant:  and  he  is  to  be  provided  with  the 
documents  conferring  authority  to  Visit  and  Search^  and  ihe 
Instructions  aj^licable  to  the  occasion. 

12.  Before  an  Officer  proceeds  to  search  a  vessel,  the  minutest 
inspection  is  to  be  made  of  her  papers^  and  eveiy  kilonnatioiK 


clioilHiidaEb  «an  be  clvtained  by  enquiries  eonrteoti^  made  j  as 
ij  tiuB  meaoB  the  neoesslty  of  a  search  may  be  avoidfiNl. 

13.  The  orewr  of  a  boat  sent  to  visit  a  snnseeted  yessel  is 
■ever  to  be  enffered  to  qnit  the  boat  miiess  specially  ordered  to 
4o  00.  The  Offieer  is  not  to  order  them  to  quit  the  boat  nnlees 
it  may  be  neceesary  to  seareh  the  vessel,  or  unless  oircnmstanoes 
of  the  moment  imperatively  require  it.  If  further  assistance  is 
obtained  from  the  cruizer  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  minute 
4Mirh,  the  additional  men  must  be  accompanied  by  a  sufficient 
nmnber  of  Officers,  to  pieyent  damage  to  the  caigo,  or  any  irre- 
gidarity  or  excess. 

14.  Neither  the  Master,  iror  any  of  the  persons  on  board  -the 
Tesael  are  to  be  removed  daring  the  search,  without  their  consent. 

15.  When,  after  the  examination,  there  sfppears  to  be  no 
si^Rieiit  groimd  for  seisnre,  every  thing  that  luis  been  removed 
« to  be  replaced  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  carefully  restored  to 
Hi  original  stale  and  condition ;  and  the  vessel  is  to  t>e  permitted 
to  porsne  her  oourse  without  delay. 

16.  In  the  case  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article,  before 
the  Officer  quits  the  vessel,  he  is  to  ask  the  Master  whether  he 
has  any  complaint  to  make  of  the  manner  in  which  the  search 
has  been  condncted,  or  on  any  other  ground:  if  the  Master 
should  have  any  complaint  to  make,  the  Officer  is  to  request  him 
to  specify  the  particulars  in  writing,  for  your  information ;  and 
yott  are  to  investigate  the  same  most  carefully,  and  to  lose  no 
tine  in  applymg  such  lemedjr  as  eircnmstanoes  admit,  and  the 
ease  may  require. 

If  you  make  the  search  in  pemon  you  will  yourself  follow  the 
Sections  contained  in  this  Article. 

17.  In  all  eases  where  vessels  are  visited  or  searched  on 
snspidon  of  being  engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  the  visiting 
Officer,  before  quitting  the  vessel,  is  to  offer  to  enter  on  her  log 
a  statement  of  proceedings  on  board,  and,  in  case  the  offer  is 
aeoepted,  he  is  to  be  careful  to  note  down  the  exact  time  that 
elapsed  from  the  time  the  vessel  was  boarded  to  the  time  she 
was  liberated  or  seiied. 

18.  When  the  visiting  Officer  has  verballv  reported  his  pro- 
ceedings to  you,  he  is,  in  all  cases,  whether  the  vessel  be  seized 
or  net,  to  eonamit  the  same  to  writing  immediately,  with  all  the 
particulars,  vf  hile  the  facts  are  fresh  in  his  memory :  and  this 
written  statement  is  to  specify  whether  any  complaint  was  made 
by  the  Master  or  any  other  person  on  board  the  vessel.  This 
statement  is  to  be  inserted  in  the  log,  with  the  Officer's  signature 
attached,  and  yon  will  forward  a  copy  of  it  with  your  own 
vemarks,  to  the  Senior  Officer  of  the  station,  and  a  duplicate 
thereof  to  the  Admiralty,  by  the  first  opportunity. 

19.  When  you  have  determined  to  detain  a  vessel,  you  will  Dbtemtxon. 
imiiediately  notify  your  intention  to  her  Master;  you  will  cause 

Ik  careful  search  to  be  made  for  all  papers  and  documents  on 
boatd;  and  will  take  possession  of  the  same,  causing  them  to  be 
~  and  daeoribed  in  a  list  which  you  will  sign.  In  this

20.  On  the  detention  of  a  vessel,  you  will  have  a  note  nkade 
of  the  quantity  of  money  or  other  valuables  on  board,  and  sigii 
ihe  same,  and  have  that  note  duly  witnessed,  to  be  prodoeed  upon 
the  trial  of  the  case;  and  you  will  take  especial  care  that  thb 
articles  are  deposited  in  safe  custody.  i  ;  > 

21.  Whatever  arrangement  may  be  made  for  the  disposal  of 
the  crew  of  a  captured  vessel,  the  Master  and  two  persons  at 
least  of  her  crew,  must  be  sent,  together  with  the  vessel,  iAk  be 
produced  before  ^e  Court,  as  necessary  witnesses  in  every  ease: 
And  one  of  those  persons  should  be  the  Chief  Mate,  SuperoaigOy 
or  Boatswain.  

Taking  ih         22.  If  you  do  not  yourself  accompany  the  detained  vessel  for 
FOE  AwuDi-  trial,  you  will  give  the  Officer  in  charge  directions  in  writing,  for 
his  conduct  during  the  voyage. 

23.  You  will  place  under  the  command  of  the  Officer  sent  in 
charge,  a  crew  sufficient  for  the  vessel's  safe  conduct,  with  provi*' 
sions  for  the  voya^;  and  you  will  give  the  Officer  strict  orde» 
for  the  preservation  of  the  ship,  her  cargo,  and  everjrthing  on 
board,  and  for  the  prevention  of  embezzlement,  excess,  or  irregn- 
larity  of  any  sort. 

24.  You  will  deliver  to  the  Officer  sent  in  charge  all  the 
papers  found  on  board,  together  with  the  other  necessary  dooiH 
ments,  and  the  Officer  must  be  careful  to  keep  them  in  safe 
custody  during  the  voyage.  You  will  also  instruct  him  to 
endeavour  to  obtain,  by  evety  proper  means,  additional  informa- 
tion as  to  the  case ;  and  if  he  succeeds  in  finding  any  additional 

Sapers  or  documents,  he  is  to  preserve  them  carefully  to  be  pro- 
need  at  the  trial. 

25.  The  Officer  in  charge,  as  soon  as  possible  after  he  has 
gone  on  board  the  vessel,  is  to  draw  up,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Master,  an  inventoir  of  the  stores,  furniture,  and  also  of  ihe 
cargo  of  the  vessel,  so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained  without  dis- 
turbing the  stowage;  and,  should  it  be  practicable,  the  earg^is 
to  be  secured  by  sealing  down  the  hatches.  The  inventOTT  is  to 
be  made  out  in  duplicate,  and  signed  both  by  the  Officer  in 
charge  and  the  Master  of  the  vessel ;  and  one  of  these  docnments 
is  to  be  retamed  by  the  Officer,  and  the  other  by  the  Master*

nsuis,  wbeftever  trndt  mea^Brea  are  absolutely  necessar^y  but  not 
•dbcrwiBO  j  and  in  aiofa.  citoea  a  certificate  of  all  the  circumstances 
iMiBt  be  drawn  out,  and  be  taJcen  with  ihe  yessel  to  the  place 
of  adjudication.

88.  All  Britash  subjects  found  employed  on  board  a  detained  ^*'*  ^*^' 
t  er  Foceign'Slave-Tessel  are  to  be  sent  with  two  witnesses  ^abd  a 
to  SI  Brkidk  port  for  trial  bs  soon  as  possible.  dbtainbd 

Foreigners  on  board  a  British  Siaye-yessel,  or  in  a  Foreign  ▼»»«'■• 
Slaye-Tesael  seized  in  British  waters,  are  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
flame  maaner  as  British  subjects. 

FoieigBen  forming  the  crew  of  Foreign  yessels  captured  under 
Treaty,  are  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  stipulations  thereof. 

29.  The  Master  and  crew,  or  such  part  of  them  as  may  be 
left  on  board  a  detained  Slaye-yessel,  are  to  be  well  treated^ 
aad  not  to  be  subjected  to  further  restraint  than  may  be  requi-* 
aiie  for  ensuring  the  due  execution  of  the  seryice  entrusted  to 
the  Officer  in  charge;  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  guard againat 
attempts  at  recapture,  whether  by  open  force,  or  any  other  means. 

30.  The  Officer  in  charge  is  to  keep  a  log  of  his  proceedings 
from  tke  time  he  goes  on  board  until  he  is  relieyed  from  his 
dbarge;  he  is  to  note  in  this  log  any  perceptible  changes  in  the 
aCate^  ^piaatity,  or  position  of  the  cargo,  and  all  accidents  to  the 
Teasel,  or  her  rigging,  and  their  results. 

31.  In  all  caaes  of  capture  a  full  and  accurate  account  of 
evevyibiBg  captured  or  destroyed  and  of  the  disposal  of  the  same 
is  to  be  sent  in,  together  with  a  report  of  the  case,  by  the  Officer 
in  charge  to  the  Senior  Officer  on  the  station,  and  a  duplicate 
Hereof  to  tbe  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,  by  Uie  earliest  oppor- 
tonity* 

S2.  If  a  yessel,  at  the  time  of  seizure,  should  be  run  <m  shore 
aad  wrecked,  or  afterwards  lost  or  abandoned,  the  Slayes,  the 
stores,  caigo,  &c.,  Iliat  can  be  sayed  and  transported,  are  to  be 
taken  to  the  Port  of  Ad)udication,  together  with  the  necessary 
witoeaaos.  AU  papeia  which  may  be  found  are  to  be  carefully 
presenredy  and  aa  affidayit  of  the  facts  must  be  made  as  the 
foondalion  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Court  for  trial  of  the 
When  there  are  no  Slayes  on  board,  the  equipments,  or 
f  thareef  aa  are  sayed,  should  be  carried  to  the  Port  of 
L  tor  ibe  purpose  of  supplying  eyidence  of  the  Slaye-

all  ca£es  it  will  be  neeeaeary  for  him  to  make  an  affidavit  VBtHy^ 
ing  the  papers  brou^t  into  Court,  and  to  annex  the^  p«p«»r 
thereto.  If  any  should  have  been  destrojed  <»  concealed,  the  paiv- 
tioulars  are  to  he  stMted  in  that  affidavit  In  cases  of  eap<tHr»» 
under  Trea^,  the  Instructions  thereon  must  be  refemd  to  for^ 
the  forms  of  docimients>  and  course  of  proceedings  at  thePod  of 
Adjudication.  In  other  cases  the  affidavit  as  to  ship's  papensi 
should  be  drawn  up  in  the  form  standing  as  an  Appendix:  tob 
this  Section,  unless  liiere  should  be  a  different  form  preecribedl 
by  the  Court  before  which  the  vessel  is  adjudicated. 

34.  If,  upon  any  occasion  of  capture,  there  are  not  any  papers 
found  on  board,  an  affidavit  to  that  effect  will  be  the  ground  of 
the  proceedings. 

35.  On  delivering  over  the  vessel  to  the  person  authorised  b]^ 
the  Court  to  receive  ner,  the  Officer  in  charge  is  to  produce  the 
Inventory  drawn  up  by  himself  and  the  Master;  and  he  is  to  re- 
quest that  a  receipt  may  be  given  for  all  the  articles  contained  in 
tne  Inventory,  excepting  of  course  where  any  deficiencies  may  ap- 
pear; and  where  this  is  the  case,  he  will  report  the  cause  th^:eof 
to  the  Court,  and  to  his  Commander,  on  his  return  to  the  ship. 

36.  The  Officer  sent  in  charge  will  give  his  best  assistance  in 
every  way,  where  called  upon,  to  the  Court,  for  the  due  adjudi-- 
cation  of  the  case  of  the  vessel  and  her  cargo,  if  any ;  and,  upon- 
judgment  being  given,  will  immediately  report  in  writing  to  the 
Officer,  under  whom  he  is  serving,  his  proceedings,  and  the  judg»-^ 
ment  of  the  Court,  and  will  send  a  duplicate  of  that  report  to  the 
Admiralty,  by  the  first  opportunity.

You  are  to  use  everv  endeavoor  to  enconrage  legitimate 
CoMNKRCB.  oommerce,  and  to  protect  all  British  subjects  carrying  on  iniMK 
cent  traffic  in  the  interior,  or  on  the  oott^ 

iNfOBUA-  2.  You  will  take  every  proper  opportunity  of  obtaining

and  pnraBxta  of  the  people;  the  nature  of  the  Government;  the 
power  and  reeoarces  of  the  country :  and  the  navigation  of  the 
coast  and  of  the  rivers,  together  with  the  fiicility  of  landing. 

^  Yon  will  make  a  half-jearlv  report  to  the  Senior  Officer^ 
in  which  yon  will  communicate  all  the  information  which  you 
may  be  able  to  collect  on  all  the  points  above  mentioned,  as  well 
as  any  other  particulars  likely  to  be  useful  in  suppressing  Slave 
Trade,  or  extending  lawful  commerce,  and  promoting  friendly 
iatereoorse  between  the  natives  and  British  subjects. 

But  is  the  oaee  of  any  matter  of  inunediate  importance 
enningto  yoar  knowledge^  you  are  to  report  it  with  aa  little 
delay  as  possible.  

4.  You  are  not  on  any  account  to  engage  in  any  negotiation  Nbgotia< 
vidi  the  native  chiefs,  without  the  express  authority  of  the-noir. 
Saaior  Officer.  

5.  In  all  intercourse  with  the  natives,  vou  will  endeavour  to  inter. 
esDciliate  their  good-will  by  kindness  and  by  forbearance,  and  couMBwintf 
will  take  care  that  Her  Majesty's  Officers,  seamen,  and  marines  ^fvs^^ 
shall  unifbrmly  poiane  a  similar  conduct.      You  will  impress 

upon  the  natives  the  earnest  desire  of  Ghreat  Britain  for  the  im- 
provement of  their  condition,  and  will  very  clearly  point  out  to 
them  the  distinction  between  the  export  of  Slaves  which  Great 
Britaia  m  determined  to  put  an  end  to,  and  the  system  of 
Bonestic  ^varj  with  which  she  daims  no  right  to  interfere. 


6.  Yov  will  not,  without  special  orders  from   the  Senior  British 
Officer  on  the  station,  be  justified  in  using  force  on  shore,  ex-  Subjects 
cepting  fiur  the  purpose  of  rescuing  British  subjects,  or  British  vity.^"^' 
liwrated  Africans  from  Slavery,  in  cases  where  force  is  india- 
peuably  aeeeasaKy  for  thai   pnrpofle,   and  where  it    is  not 
fWMtieable  to  make  reference  to  the  Senior  Officer  for  instruc-

98,  are  the  Statutes  by  which  yoa 
will  be  governed  in  respect  to  Slave  Trade  carried  on  by  British 
vessels,  or  by  Foreign  vessels  in  British  waters. 


Offbkcbs  2.  Sections  1  to  12,  and  section  43  of  the  5th  of  Geo,  IV.

oap.113.  3y  the  1st  section  all  previous  Statutes  relating  to  tho 

Slave  Trade  are  repealed. 

By  the  2nd  section.  Slave  Trade,  as  therein  described,  is 
prohibited. 

By  the  3rd  and  subsequent  sections  to  the  11th  inclusive^ 
particular  acts  of  Slave  Trade  and  their  penalties  are  enume- 
rated. 

To  constitute  the  offence  prohibited  by  the  7th  section,  it  19 
not  sufficient  that  the  money,  goods,  or  effects,  of  British  subjects, 
be  shipped  or  received  on  board,  and  afterwards  employed  in  the 
Slave  Trade,  but  to  bring  the  act  within  the  Statute  as  an

4.  These   Statutes  apply  to  acts  done  by  British  subjects  Bbitisb 
everywhere;  but  acts  done  by  Foreigners  can  only  be  dealt  with  Sobjbcts 
aa  criminal  under  these  Statutes,  when  such  Foreigners  are  taken  kbiokkbs. 
or  found  within  British  jurisdiction,  or  on  board  British  vessels. 


5.  Articles  of  equipment  for  Slave  Trade,  although  not  ex-  Equipmknt 
pressly  d^cribed  in  these  Statutes,  will  be  primd  facie  evidence  ^Slavb 
of  a  British  vessel  being  engaged  in  Slave  Trade :  and  the  Com-       °'* 
nissioiiMv  of  Her  Majesty's  Customs  require  a  bond  from  the 
owners  of  all  British  vessels  entering  outwards  with  casks  or 
veesels  intended  to  contain  palm  oil,  specifying  that  such  casks 

or  vessels  are  solely  intended  for  palm  oil,  or  for  other  purpHOses 
of  lawful  commerce;  and  a  custom-house  certificate  will  be  given 
to  the  masters  of  vessels  for  which  bonds  may  have  been  so 
entered  into.  .^^«.«. 

6.  By  these  Statutes,  you  are  authorized  to  search  any  British  Dbtbntion. 
veii«el  met  with  on  the  high  seas,  in  British  waters,  or  in  waters 

not  belonging  to  any  recognized  State,  if  you  have  reason  to 
suspect  that  she  is  engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade  contrary  to  the 
Statutes ;  and  if  the  suspicion  is  confirmed,  you  are  authorized  to 
detain  her. 

But  if  such  a  vessel  is  found  within  the  ports  or  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  a  foreign  State,  she  must  not  be  seized,  save  by  the 
permission  of  t)ie  Government  of  that  State.  Should  such  a  case 
arise,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  ask  jpermission  from  the  foreign  Go- 
vernment, and  in  case  the  permission  be  granted,  then  to  seize  and

1.  Whew  yon  meet  with  a  vessel  in  any  place  not  within  the 
jnisdietion  of  any  recognized  foreign  State,  and  suspect  her  of 
hiilninntly  aasaming  a  Flag  to  which  she  is  not  entitled,  and  of 
W^  engaged  in  the  Slare  Trade,  yon  will  proeeed  to  visit  her, 
I^ndMltherabe  soffieient  cause  to  belieye^^- 
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Secondly.  That  the  vessel  is  not  jast^^ntitML'to^^ltt^  til^ 
protection  of  the  Flag  of  any  JStat»«r  Nation ;  or 

Thirdly,  That  the  yessel  belongs  to  a  foreign  State  with 
whieh  Great  Britain  has  conclnded  a  TMaty  for  the  suppression 
of  the  Slave  Trade,  and  granting  the  Right  of  Searoh. 

In  the  last  case  it  will  be  neceasaiy  that  the  ves0ei  shonld  h^ 
found  within  the  limits  of  search  prescribed  by  the  Treaty,  amik 
that  you  should  be  in  possession  of  authority  to  search  unm'  th^ 
Treaty.  

Visit.  2.  On  meeting  with  a  vessel  to  which  these  Instruetionir 

apply,  you  are,  if  the  state  of  the  wind  and  westher  admit,  to 
communicate  your  intention  to  visit,  by  hailing,  and  then  csnm 
your  ship  to  go  a-head  of  the  suspected  vessel,  and  drop  a  boair 
on  board  of  her,  to  ascertain  her  national  character;  so  thai,  in 
the  event  of  her  proving  really  to  be  a  vessel  of  that  fomgii 
State  whose  Flag  she  bears,  and  not  liable  to  be  detained^  and 
searched  under  Treaty,  she  may  not  be  delayed  in  the  prosecuMoD 
of  her  voyage. 

3.  If  the  strength  of  the  wind  or  other  circumstances  shonld 
render  such  mode  of  vbit  impracticable,  you  are  to  require  th^ 
suspected  vessel  to  be  brought-to,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
her  national  character,  and,  if  necessary,  you  will  be  justified  in 
enlorcing  this;  understanding  always  that  you  are  not  to  resort 
to  any  coercive  measure,  untu  every  other  means  of  effecting  the 
visit  shall  have  failed. 

4.  If  you  do  not  visit  the  suspected  vessel  in  person,  you  are 
to  entrust  thatduty  to  an  Officer  not  under  the  rank  of  Lieutenant 
in  the  Royal  Nav^,  unless  such  Officer  be  second  in  command  of 
Her  Majesty's  ship ;  and  you  must  be  careful  not  to  commit  this 
duty  to  any  Officer  on  whose  judgment  and  discretion  you  canncyt 
place  full  reliance. 

5.  The  visiting  Officer  is  to  be  accompanied  by  another 
Officer  to  whom  directions  are  to  be  ^ven,  to  observe  carefully 
everything  occurring  during  the  visit,  in  order  to  give  his  testi- 
mony respecting  the  same. 

6.  If  the  visiting  Officer,  on  boarding  the  vessel,  is  at  onoe 
satisfied  by  circumstances,  that  she  is  entitled  to  the  Flag  she 
bears,  and  not  liable  to  be  detained  in  virtue  of  Treaty,  he  is 
immediately  to  quit  her.  If  not  so  satisfied,  he  will  require  to  see 
her  papers,  and,  if  necessanr,  enforce  the  production  of  them;

of  the  duty  is  to  be  immediately  drawn  up  by  the  visiting 
Officer,  and  entered  on  the  log  of  Her  Majes^s  ship,  and 
signed  by  him.

We  transmit  to  yon  herewith  an  extract  from  the  Preamble  of  a 
Tresty*  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
drted  the  9th  of  Anpst,  1842,  and  a  copy  of  Article  YIII 
thereof  by  which  it  is  stipulated,  that  the  Contracting  Parties 
shaD  each  maintain  on  the  coast  of  Africa  a  nayal  force  of  not 
ksB  than  eighty  gans,  for  the  porpoee  of  enforcing,  separately 
and  respectiYely,  the  laws,  rights,  and  obligations  of  each  conn- 
try  for  the  suppression  of  Slave  Trade ;  that  the  two  sqna- 
dnms  are  to  be  independent  of  each  other,  but  that  the  Officers 
in  command  shall  receire  such  orders  from  their  respective 
Govemments  as  shall  enable  them  to  act  in  concert,  and  co- 
operate with  each  other;  and  we  desire  that  you  will  take 
every  opportunity,  and  use  your  utmost  effi)rts  to  cany  out  the 
objects  of  the  Treaty  as  here  described ;  remembering  that  it  is 
for  this  purpose,  above  ail  others,  that  Her  Majesty's  ships  upon 
the  west  coast  of  Africa  are  placed  under  your  command. 


With  this  view,  you  are  to  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of 
putting  yourself  in  communication  with  the  Senior  Officer  of  the 
United  States'  squadron,  for  the  purpose  of  coming  to  such  an 
understanding  as  may  best  conduce  to  the  end  which  your 
respective  Governments  have  in  view. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  yourself  and  of  the  Commanding 
OiBoere  of  Her  Majesty  s  ships  under  your  orders,  upon  dll  occa- 
sioits  to  communicate  to  the  Officers  of  the  United  States  any 
information  which  may  be  of  service  in  detecting  the  frautls 
of  the  Slave  Traders,  and  especially  to  give  notice  of  any  vessel 
supposed  to  belong  to  the  United  States,  and  suspected  of  being 
engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  which  may  be  met  with  or  heard  of 
in  the  course  of  a  cruise ;  and  you  will  give  directions  to  the 
Officers  under  your  orders  to  pay  strict  attention  to  this  duty. 

The  occasions  upon  which  it  may  be  convenient  for  a  vessel 
nnder  your  orders  to  cruize  in  company  with  a  vessel  of  the 
Uuted  States,  will  depend  on  circumstances  which  can  best  be 
jvdged  of  on  the  spot,  and  must  be  leffc  to  your  own  decision,  or 
to  that  of  the  Commanding  Officers  of  vessels  under  your  orders,

tions  under  which  they  act  when  cmising  singly,  so  far  a^j 
rotates  to  the  visit,  search,  and  detention  of  vessels  belottgiiig  t^v 
nations  with  whom  Great  Britain  has  concluded  Treaties  for  Ao^ 
suppression  of  Slave  Trade,  and  of  vessels  not  entitled  to  ciBiiii  ^ 
the  protection  of  the  flag  of  any  nation. 


But  in  the  event  of  meeting  with  a  vessel  believed  to  b» 
British,  and  suspected  of  being  engaged  in  the  Sl^ve  Trade^  the 
Crommander  of  the  British  cruizer  will  invite  the  Commander  of' 
the  cruizer  of  the  United  States  to  join  him  in  vimting  her.  Sa ' 
also  in  the  case  of  a  vessel  hoisting  British  colours,  and  suspected' 
of  having  no  right  to  carry  them.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  vei^sel  • 
should  appear  under  the  colours  of  the  United  States,  and  if  the 
British  Commander  should  not  have  reason  to  believe  that  she 
is  other  than  a  vessel  of  the  United  States,  he  will  carefully 
abstain  from  all  interference  with  her,  unless  his  co-operation 
shall  be  requested  by  the  Commander  of  the  United  States' 
cruizer. 

It  is  only  when  the  British  Commander  shall  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  United  States'  Flag  is  dishonestly  used,  and  that 
the  vessel  is  engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  and  either  is  British, 
or  belongs  to  a  nation  which  has  given  to  Great  Britain  the  right 
to  detain  her  vessels  when  so  engaged,  that  he  is,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Officer  of  the  United  States,  to  cause  her  to  be  visited 
and  dealt  with  according  to  her  nationality. 

In  carrying  this  part  of  his  Instructions  into  execution,  ho 
will  do  right  to  leave  the  Commander  of  the  United  Statee' 
cruizer  to  take  the  first  step  of  visiting  the  vessel,  and  aaoei^ 
taining  whether  she  is  entitled  to  bear  the  Flag  of  his  country  * 
provided  that  in  so  doing  no  such  delay  is  incurred  ^  may 
enable  her  to  escape  altogether  unvisited. 


The  Commanding  Officers  of  Her  Majest/s  vessels  On  the- 
African  station  are  to  bear  in  mind,  that  it  is  no  pc£rt'of  their 
duty  to  capture,  or  visit,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  vessels 
of  the  United  States,  whether  those  vessels  shall  bare  Slaves  on 
board  or  not ;  and  you  will  give  strict  instroctiohs  to  the  Com- 
manding Officers  of  the  vessels  under  your  orders,  to  abstain 
therefrom;  at  the  same  time,  you  will  remember,  that  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  are  far  from  claiming  that  the^ 
Flag  of  the  Union  should  give  immunify  to  those  who  have  no 
right  to  bear  it ;  and  that,  most  assuremy,  Great  Britain  never 
will  allow  vessels  of  other  nationa  to  esoc^  visit  and  examina-

diately inserted  in  the  log-book  of  Her  Majesty's  cruizer ;  and 
ainll  and  cc»nplete  statement  of  the  circumstances  is  to  be  sent, 
aUre^ed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  by  the  first  oppor- 
^ty,  direct  to  England,  and  also  a  similar  statement  to  you  as 
the  Senior  Officer  on  the  station,  to  be  forwarded  by  you  to  our 
S^<wtaiy,  aoeompanied  by  any  remarks  you  may  have  reason  to 
ittke  thereon.  «__. 

Of  course  in  cases  when  the  suspicion  of  the  Commander 
ivou  out  to  be  well-founded,  and  the  vessel  boarded  proves, 
notiridistaiiding  her  colours,  not  to  belong  to  the  nation  desig- 
rutted  by  those  ooloaxsB,  the  Conunander  of  Her  Muesty's  cruizer 
will  deal  with  her  as  he  would  have  been  authorized  and  required 
to  do,  had  she  not  hoisted  a  false  flag.

With  this  view,  you  will  endeavour  to  ascertain  the  power  and 
the  influence  of  the  several  Chiefis;  their  personal  chanboter,  and 
the  habits  of  the  people;  the  extent  and  foroe  of  the  country  ; 
the  sources,  amount,  and  description  of  the  legitimate  trada; 
carried  on. 

You  will  endeavour  to  obtain  the  most  accurate  information  as 
to  the  Slave  Trade ;  its  present  extent,  and  whether  it  ha0  re*- 
cendy  increased  or  dimini/^ed ;  you  will  enouire  by  whose* 
agency,  whether  native  or  foreign,  it  is  principaJly  proseeuted  y 
in  what  mode  it  is  conducted;  in  what  form  the  price  of  Slaves e 
is  received,  whether  in  money  or  goods^  and  if  in  goods,  the

13.  Upon  the  fulfilment  of  the  Engagement  thus  far,  ydw 
will  use  eveiy  effort  to  induce  the  Chiefs  to  carry  into  effect  tiifel 
other  provisions  of  the  Engagement^  especially  as  regards  tfaiei 
white  Slave-dealers,  and  you  are  for  this  purpose  to  aSfbrd  -aii]<« 
assistance  that  the  Native  Chiefs  may  require,  but  you*  are^  Hot 
to  use  force,  unless  at  their  signed  request  m  writing. 

14.  You  are  not,  without  the  signed  consent  in  writing  of  a 
Native  Chief,  to  taJce  any  step  upon  his  territory  for  poatlia^ 
down  the  Slave  Trade  by  force,  excepting  when,  by  Engagement, 
Great  Britain  is  entitled  to  adopt  coercive  measures  on  shore  for 
that  purpose. 

15.  After  the  conclusion  of  an  Engagement,  and  the  canying 
of  the  same  into  effect  so  far  as  above  directed,  you  will  send 
home  one  of  the  originals  of  the  Engagement,  and  a  report  of 
your  proceedings  thereupon,  for  further  instructions.  You  will 
cause  a  vigilant  watch  to  be  kept  over  the  proceedings  of  the 
Chiefs,  until  you  are  satisfied  of  their  fidelity  to  their  Engage- 
ments. After  which,  you  will  visit  the  Chien  in  person,  or  send 
a  Commander  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's  ships,  at  least  once  in  six 
months,  to  see  to  the  due  execution  of  the  Engagements  on  the 
part  of  the  Chiefs.  

16.  In  the  event,  however,  of  ultimate  failure  of  the  ni^otia- 
tion,  you  will  finally  state  to  the  Chief,  that  every  civilised 
Naval  Power  in  the  world  has  declared  that  it  has  abandoned 
the  Slave  Trade ;  that  most  nations  have  united  with  Great 
Britain  in  endeavours  to  put  it  down ;  that  Great  Britain  will 
not  allow  the  subjects  of  the  Chief  so  far  to  frustrate  those  en* 
deavours,  as  to  carry  Slaves  for  sale,  to  or  from  any  ^ftoes 
beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  territory,  and  that  Her  Matesty's 
Omcers  have  orders  to  liberate  Slaves  when  found  embarked  in 
boats  of  his  subjects  for  that  purpose. 

17.  All  the  proceedings  adopted  in  conformity  with  these 
Instructions,  whether  with  regard  to  the  negotiation  or  the 
carrying  into  effect  of  Engagements,  are  to  be  conducted  by  yon  ; 
but  if  circumstances  prevent  you  from  doing  so  in  person,  you 
may  specially  authorize  for  the  purpose  another  Officer:  but  you 
will  ts^e  ffreat  care,  in  such  case,  to  select  one  on  whose  judg* 
ment  and  discretion  you  can  rely  with  confidence.

Your  conduct  in  suppressing  the  Slave  Trade  carried  on  in 
Swedish  and  Norwegian  vessels,  must  be  governed  and  regulated 
by  the  Treaty,  and  the  Annexes,  and  the  Declaration ;  and  the 
following  Instructions  are  framed  in  conformity  with  these  docu- 
ments, for  the  purpose  of  distinctly  pointing  out  the  course 
which  you  are  to  pursue  in  carrying  the  Treaty  into  effect.

If  the  suspicion  appear  to  be  well  founded,  the  vessel  is  to  be 
taken  by  you  before  one  of  the  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice  estab- 
lished under  the  Treaty. 

Should,  however,  the  Commander  of  the  Convoy  refuse  to 
make  the  search,  you  have  no  authority  to  take  any  further  steps. 
The  Commander  of  the  Convoy  is  to  afford  ail  the  aid  and 
aeeigtance  possible  to  the  visit  of  the  suspected  vessel,  and  to  her 
erentual  seizure,  according  to  the  spirit  and  true  sense  of  the 
Treaty. 

In  the  cajse  of  a  British  vessel,  sailing  under  your  convoy, 
being  suspected  of  Slave  Trade  by  a  Commander  of  a  Swedish

on  the  Commander  of  a  Swedish  ship  of  war  communicating  to

m  the  search,  or  to  delegate  an  Officer  for  such  purpose ;  and  if 
the  suspicions  appear  to  you  to  be  well  founded,  you  will  permit 
the  Swedish  Officer  to  seize  the  vessel,  and  send  the  vessel  to  one 
of  the  ports  where  the  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice  are  stationed 
mider  the  Treaty,  in  order  that  the  case  may  be  tried  by  the 
authorized  Tribunal. 

In  ease  an  application,  such  ajs  is  above  described,  should  be 
made  to  you,  you  will  take  care  tliat  the  search  and  enquiry 
which  is  instituted,  shall  be  strict  and  satisfactory.  You  will 
afford  all  the  aid  and  assistance  possible  to  the  visit  of  the  sus- 
pected vessel,  and  to  her  eventual  seizure  if  required ;  and  you 
will  treat  the  Swedish  Commander  with  every  courtesy  and 
ittpeet  throughout  the  whole  proceeding. 

A  full  report  of  the  circumstances  relating  to  any  British, 
Swedish  or  Norwegian  vessels,  so  met  with  under  Convoy,  must 
W  made  to  the  Officer  under  whose  orders  you  are  serving,  and

Ratifications  ^Y  the  Convention  of  the  23rd  November,  1826,  between 
M*^^*h^r?  ^res**  Britain  and  Brazil,  Article  I,  it  was  declared  that,  at  the 
l^  '  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
Convention;  of  that  Convention,  the  carrying  on  of  Slave  Trade  by  Brazilian 
^^  ^'         subjects,  in  any  manner  whatever,  should  be  unlawful,  and  should 

be  deemed  and  treated  as  Piracy. 
ConTcntion ;  In  carrying  into  effect  the  stipulations  of  that  Convention, 
Arts.  II  and  ^^^^  Parties  agreed  to  adopt  and  renew,  mutatis  mutandis,  the 
Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Portugal  of  the  22nd  Ja- 
nuary, 1815,  and  the  Additional  Convention  of  the  28th  July^ 
]817,  and  the  several  Explanatory  and  Additional  Articles 
thereto.

made  known  to  any  ship  not  employed  upon  this  service. 

Ail  French  ships  of  war  duly  authorized  under  these  Con-

The  Officer  in  charge  will  render  every  assistance  in  his  power 
to  the  Danish  Authorities,  for  the  complete  and  effectual  investi- 
gation of  the  case. 

When  a  Danish  merchant- vessel  shall  have  been  searched  and 
detained  illegally  or  without  sufficient  cause  of  suspicion,  or  when 
the  search  and  detention  shall  have  been  attended  with  any  abuse 
of  authority  or  vexatious  acts,  the  Officer  in  fault  will  be  liable; 
to  pay  costs  and  damages  to  the  Master  and  to  the  Owners  of 
the  vessel  and  cargo. 

These  costs  and  damages  may  be  awarded  by  the  tribunal 
before  which  the  proceedings  shall  have  been  instituted. 

You  will  not  fail  to  afford  to  the  Commanders  of  Danish  ships 
of  war  cordial  assistance  in  all  circumstances  in  which  it  may  be 
useful  that  they  should  act  in  concert  under  these  Conventions; 
in  all  your  proceedings,  both  on  board  and  on  shore,  you  will 
conduct  yourself  with  the  greatest  forbearance  and  courtesy;  and 
in  all  your  communications  with  Danish  Authorities,  will  treat 
them  with  respect  and  consideration,  and  carefuUy  avoid  giving 
any  just  ground  of  offence. 

If  on  any  occasion  of  searching  or  detaining  a  Danish  vessel, 
a  Danish  ship  of  war  should  make  her  appearance,  and  her  Com- 
mander should  desire  to  take  charge  of  the  vessel,  you  will  readily 
give  her  up. 

You  will  be  furnished  with  particular  signals  to  be  used  upon 
occasions  of  meeting  with  Danish  ships  of  war  also  authorized  to 
act  under  these  Conventions,  which  signals  are  not  to  be  made 
known  to  any  ship  not  employed  upon  this  service. 

All  Danish  ships  of  war,  duly  authorized  under  these  Conven- 
tions, have  the  same  right  of  search  and  detention,  with  respect 
to  British  merchant-vessels  suspected  of  being  engaged  in  Slave 
Trade,  as  may  be  exercised  by  Her  Majesty's  ships  so  authorized 
with  respect  to  Danish  merchant^vessels. 

France  is  a  party  to  this  Treaty,  and,  as  regards  Denmark,  is 
entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  subject  to  the  same  obligations  as 
Great  Britain.

When  a  Haytian  merchant-vessel  shall  have  beeta  searched 
and  detained  illegally,  or  without  sufficient  cause  of  suspicion^  or 
when  the  search  and  detention  shall  have  been  attended  with  aay 
abuse  of  authority,  or  vexatious  acts,  the  Officer  in  fault  will  m 
liable  to  pay  costs  and  damages  to  the  Master^  and  to  the  ownera 
of  the  vessel  and  cargo.

If  it  should  be  fonnd,  that  any  European  or  other  penon 
whateyer  is  residing  within  the  territory  either  of  King  Bdl  or 
King  Acqoa  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trader  ^oa 
will  immediately  make  application  to  the  King,  and  reqoiie  his^ 
in  pursuance  of  the  Engagement,  to  cause  sndi  penson  to  quit 
the  territory. 

Yon  wUl  also  require  the  King  to  destroy  any  house,  8toi% 
or  building,  or  boats  or  implements  which  may  he  in  actual  use 
in  his  territory  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade ; 
and  in  the  event  of  his  refusal  so  to  do,  you  will  yourself  effect 
SQch  destruction. 

In  such  case  articles  found  in  a  Slave  Factory  in  direct  use 
for  Slave  Trade,  are  to  be  destroyed,  together  with  the  building. 
But  care  must  be  taken  to  except  from  such  destruction  mei^ 
chandize  or  other  goods  destined  for  legitimate  trade  or  uae^ 
whether  belonging  to  native  or  foreign  traders. 

No  articles,  however  trifling  in  value,  are,  on  any  pretence 
whatever,  to  be  taken  away  by  any  person  belonging  to  Her 
Majesty*s  ships,  excepting  articles  in  direct  use  for  Slave  Trade, 
for  the  purpose  of  their  immediate  and  more  effectual  destruction 
at  sea. 

A  memorandum  is  to  be  taken  of  the  articles  that  may  be 
removed  for  this  purpose,  and  a  statement  of  their  disposal  must 
be  included  in  the  general  report  of  the  proceedings. 

Force  must  not  be  resorted  to,  save  when,  without  it,  the 
fulfilment  of  the  Engagement  cannot  be  secured ;  and  when  force 
is  thus  employed,  it  is  to  be  strictly  confined  to  the  object  whicb 
it  is  necessary  to  ensure,  and  to  cease  the  moment  that  object  is 
attained.  ___^ 

It  is  not  the  purpose  or  intent  of  these  Engagements  to  cause 
uaj  interference  with  the  system  of  domestic  Slavery  whicb  pre-

You  will  seize  all  persons  held  in  Slavery  contrary  to  the 
Engagements,  whether  ashore  or  afloat,  and  require,  and,  if  ne- 
cessary,  compel,  the  King  to  deliver  up  to  you  all  persons  so 
circumstanced :  you  will  take  them  into  your  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  liberation  in  a  British  colony. 

If  any  British  subjects,  or  British  liberated  Africans,  are  lield 
in  captivity  in  the  territories  either  of  King  Eyo  or  King  Ey- 
amba,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  demand  their  liberation,  and  if 
necessary  to  compel  the  Chiefs  to  deliver  up  all  such  persons. 

If  it  shall  be  found,  that  any  European  or  other  person  what- 
ever is  residing  within  the  territories  either  of  King  Eyo  or  King 
Eyamba,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade,  yoa 
will  immediately  make  application  to  the  King,  and  require  him^ 
in  pursuance  of  the  Engagement,  to  cause  such  person  to  quit  tlia 
territory. 

You  will  also  require  the  King  to  destroy  any  house,  store, 
or  building,  or  boats  or  implements  which  may  be  in  actual  use 
in  his  territory  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade  ; 
and  in  the  event  of  his  remsal  so  to  do,  you  will  yourself  effect 
such  destruction. 

In  such  case,  articles  found  in  a  Slave  Factory  in  direct  oae 
for  Slave  Trade,  are  to  be  destroyed^  together  with  the  building  ; 
but  care  must  be  taken  to  except  &om  such  destruction,  mer- 
chandise or  other  goods  destined  for  legitimate  trade  or  use, 
whether  belonging  to  native  or  foreign  trswienu 

No  articles,  however  trifling  in  value,  are,  on  any  pretence 
whatever,  to  be  taken  away  by  any  person  belonging  to  Her 
Majesty's  ships,  excepting  articles  in  direct  use  for  Slave  Trade^ 
for  the  purpose  of  their  immediate  and  more  eflfectual  destruction 
at  sea.

orders  not  to  deviate  therefrom ;  and  the  Oflicer  so  appointed 
iriD  forward  direct  to  the  Adminilty,  a  duplicate  of  the  Report 
which  he  will  have  to  make  to  you.

It  is  in  like  manner  stipulated,  that  the  number  of  slatw 
found  on  board  a  slave  ship  by  the  cruisers,  even  should  the 
number  not  agree  with  that  contained  in  their  pasroort^  slitU 
not  be  a  sufficient  reason  to  justify  the  detention  of  the  ship; 
but  the  captain  and  the  proprietor  shall  be  denounced  in  tne 
Portuaueie  tribunals  in  the  Brazili,  in  order  to  their  being  pu- 
nished aoording  to  the  laws  of  the  country. 

Article  VI. — Every  PariuffusM  vessel  intended  to  be  e»-^ 
ployed  in  the  legal  Traffic  in  Slaves,  in  conformity  with  the 
principles  laid  down  in  the  Additional  Convention  of  this  date, 
shall  be  commanded  by  a  native  Partuguu^  and  two-^iirds  at

meuiiur  of  the  stipulations  of  the  Treaty,  such  vessel  shall  be

Article  I. — ^The  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice  to  be  established  by 
ike  Tffeaty  ^  this  date,  upon  the  coast  of  Africa  and  in  a  colo- 
Mai  nosaessioo  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  NetherlandSy  are 
Mnnted  to  decide  upon  the  legality  of  the  detention  of  such 
nairia  as  the  cruizers  of  both  nations  shall  detain  in  pursuance 
of  thisaame  Treaty. 

The  above-mentioned  courts  shall  JQ^ge  definitively  and 
vithout  i^p^d,  according  to  the  present  Treaty. 

The  piooeeding  shall  take  place  as  summarily  as  possible; 
the  etvrto  at«  required  to  decide,  as  far  as  they  shall  find  it

The  judges  and  the  arbitrators  shall  make  oath  before  the 
principal  raaffistiate  of  the  place  in  which  the  courts  may  reside, 
to  judge  fJEurly  and  faithfully,  to  have  no  preference  either  fi»T 
the  claimants  or  the  captors,  and  to  act  in  all  their  deeurioBe  in 
pursusAce  of  the  stipulations  of  the  Treaty  of  this  date. 

There  shall  be  attached  to  each  court  a  secretary  or  registisr, 
appointed  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  country  in  which  the  oeort 
maj  reside,  who  shall  register  all  its  acts,  and  who,  previous  to 
his  taking  charge  of  his  post,  shall  make  oath  before  the  oovrt 
to  conduct  himself  with  respect  for  their  authority,  and  to  act 
with  fidelity  in  all  the  affairs  which  may  belong  to  his  charge.

ately  prior  to  their  being  visited  by  ships  of  war,  and  that  such 
vessels  have  thus  found  means  to  evaiie  forleitnre^  and  bate 
been  enabled  to  pursue  their  unlawful  course  with  impaei^) 
contrary  to  the  true  object  and  spirit  of  the  Treaty  above  men- 
tioned. 

The  Hiffh  Contracting  Parties  therefore  feel  it  necessary  to 
declare,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  by  them,  that  if  there  shall  be 
clear  and  undeniable  proof  that  a  slave  or  slaves  has  or  hare 
been  put  on  board  a  vessel,  for  the  purpose  of  illegal  traffic,  in

Instructions  for  ike  Ships  of  the  British  and  Netherland  Bcyml  Nmn$t^ 
employed  to  prevent  the  Traffic  in  Slaves* 


Article  I.  Every  ship  of  the  Royal  British  or  Netherland  NsTTy 
which,  furnished  with  these  Instructions,  shall  in  conformity  with  tlie 
Seeond  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  this  date,  hare  a  right  to  yisit  the 
merchant-ships  of  either  of  the  two  Powers  actually  engaged,  Qt  sm* 
peeted  to  be  engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade»  may,  except  in  the  seas 
exempted  by  the  Third  Article  of  the  said  Treaty,  proceed  to  sock 
▼isit ;  and  should  any  Slaves  be  found  on  board,  brought  there  for  Um 
express  purposes  of  the  traffic,  the  commander  of  the  said  ship  of  the 
Royal  Navy  may  detain  them,  and  having  detained  them,  he  is  to  bring 
them  as  soon  as  possible  for  judgment,  before  that  of  the  two  diixed 
Courts  of  Justice,  appointed  by  the  Seventh  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  this 
date,  which  shall  be  the  nearest,  or  which  the  commander  of  the  cap* 
taring  ship  shall,  upon  his  own  responsibility,  think  he  can  soonest 
reach  from  the  spot  where  the  ship  shall  have  been  detained. 

Ships,  on  board  of  which  no  Slaves  shall  be  found  intended  fior 
purposes  of  traffic,  shall  not  be  detained  on  any  account  or  pretence 
whatever. 

Negro  servants  or  sailors  that  may  be  found  on  board  the  said 
vessels  cannot  in  any  case  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  detentioB, 

Article  II.  Whenever  a  ship  of  the  Royal  Navies  so  commis* 
Atoned,  shall  meet  a  merchantman  liable  to  be  searched,  it  shall  be  done 
in  the  mildest  manner,  and  with  every  attention  which  is  due  between 
allied  and  friendly  nations;  and  m  no  case  shall  the  search  be  made  by 
an  Officer  holding  a  rank  inferior  to  that  of  Lieutenant  in  the  Navies 
of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  Netherlands. 

Article  III.  The  ships  of  the  Royal  Navies  so  comnu88iane4

Articles  Explanatory  of,  and  Additional  to,  the  Treaty  con^ 
ebtded  at  The  Hague,  May  4,  1818^  between  His  Mcyesty 
the  King  qf  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  for 
the  prevention  of  the  Traffic  in  Slaves.  Signed  at  Bmxelles, 
December  SI,  1822. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  haying  thought 
fit  to  agree  upon  the  following  arrangements,  additional  to,  and  explana- 
teiy  of,  the  Treaty  concluded  between  their  aforesaid  Majesties  at  The 
Hi^e,  on  tbe  4tn  of  May,  1818,  for  the  preyention  of  the  Trade  in 
Saves,  have  therefore  named  as  Plenipotentiaries  ad  hoe: — 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and

tne  ships  of  war,  and  that  such  vessels  have  thus  found  means  to  evade 
forfeiture  and  have  been  enabled  to  pursue  their  unlawful  course  with 
impunity,  contrary  to  the  true  object  and  spirit  of  the  Treaty  above 
mentioned ; — 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  therefore  feel  it  necessary  to  declare* 
and  it  is  hereby  declared  by  them,  that,  if  there  shall  be  clear  and  un- 
deniable proof,  that  a  Slave  or  Slaves  has  or  have  been  put  on  board  a 
vessel  for  the  purpose  of  illegal  traffic,  in  the  particular  voyage  on 
which  the  vessel  shall  be  captured,  then,  and  on  that  account,  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  stipulations  of  the  Treaty,  suA 
vessel  shall  be  detained  by  the  cruizers,  and  finally  condemned  by  the 
Commissioners. 

Articlb  n.  The  High  Contracting  Parties  hereby  agree,  that  in 
the  event  of  the  absence,  on  account  of  illness,  or  of  any  other  unavoid- 
able cause,  of  one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners,  Judges,  and  Arbitra- 
tors, under  the  above-mentioned  Treaty,  or  in  the  case  of  their  absesoe 
in  consequence  of  leave  from  their  Government,  duly  notified  to  the 
Board  of  Commission  sitting  under  the  said  Treaty,  their  posts  shall  be 
supplied  in  the  same  manner  in  which,  by  the  Article  IX  of  the  Regu- 
lations for  the  Mixed  Commissions,  those  vacancies  in  the  CommissilA 
are  to  be  supplied,  which  may  occur  by  the  death  of  one  or  more  of  the 
Commissiouers  aforesaid. 

The  Explanatory  and  Additional  Articles  above  mentioned^  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  ratification  of  the  respective  Sovereigns,  and  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  they  were  inserted,  woixi  for  word, 
in  the  Treaty  of  the  4th  of  May,  1818,  above  mentioned,  and  shall  be 
held  to  form  part  of  the  same. 

The  acts  of  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  within  the  apace  of  oie 
month  from  this  date,  or  sooner,  if  possible.

Additional  Article.  And  it  is  hereby  further  agreed,  that 
vpoD  proof  being  duly  given  before  the  Mixed  Court,  whereupon  it  shall 
tppetr  th«t  any  ship  or  vessel,  subject  to  examination  under  the  Treaty, 
er  under  the  Explanatory  or  Additional  Articles,  and  detained  hovering 
«r  SBilliig  apon  die  coast  of  Africa,  within  one  geographic  degree  to  the 
westward  thereof,  and  between  the  twentieth  degree  of  latitude  north  of 
^  Eqninoetial  line»  and  the  twentieth  degree  of  latitude  to  the  south- 
ward thereof,  or  at  anchor  within  any  of  the  rivers,  bays,  or  creeks 
if  liN!  Mid  eoast,  within  the  limits  above  particularly  specified,  or  at 
ociior  in  any  part  within  the  said  limits,  and  which  ship  or  vessel,  in 
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ber  outfit  and  eqnipmrat,  shall  fall  withia  one  or  moTB  of  the  following 
designations,  namely : — 

1.  Having  her  hatches  fitted  with  open  gratings^  instead  of  heing 
close  hatches,  as  usual  in  merchant  vessels. 

2.  Having  more  divisions  or  hulk-heads  in  the  hold  or  on  deck^  than 
necessary  for  trading  vessels. 

3.  Having  on  hoard  spare  plank,  either  actually  fitted  in  that  shape, 
or  fit  for  readily  lapng  a  second  or  moveable  deck,  or  slave-dedc. 

4.  Having  on  board  shackles,  bolts,  or  bandcttfis. 

5.  Having  on  board  an  unreasonable  quantity  of  miter  in  casks  or 
in  tanks,  more  than  sufficient  for  the  consumption  of  her  crew  as  a 
merchant  vessel. 

6.  Having  on  board  an  unreasonable  number  of  water-casks  at  other 
vessels  for  holding  water,  unless  the  master  shall  produce  a  certificate 
from  the  custom-house  from  the  place  from  which  he  cleared  ootward^ 
stating  tliat  a  sufficient  security  had  been  given  by  the  owners  of  such 
vessel,  that  such  extra  quantity  of  casks  or  odier  vessels  should  only  be 
used  for  the  reception  of  palm-oil. 

7.  Having  on  board  a  greater  quantity  of  mess  tubs  or  kids  tiutfi 
requisite  for  Uie  use  of  her  crew,  as  a  merchant  vessel. 

8.  Having  on  board  two  or  more  copper-boilers,  or  even  one  of  all 
unreasonable  size,  larger  than  requisite  for  the  use  of  her  crew  as  a 
merchant  vessel. 

9.  Having  on  board  an  unreasonable  quantity  of  rice  or  farinha 
^fiour  of  the  manioc  of  Brazil,  or  of  cassada),  or  maize,  or  Indian  corn* 
beyond  any  probable  requisite  provision  for  the  use  of  her  crew,  and 
such  rice,  flour,  maize,  or  Indian  com,  not  being  entered  on  the  manifest, 
as  part  of  the  cargo  for  trade. 

The  proof  of  these,  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  these  several  indica- 
tions,  shall  be  considered  as  primdfdcie  evidence  of  her  actud  employ- 
ment in  the  Slave  Trade,  and  unless  rebutted  by  satisfactory  evidence 
upon  the  part  of  the  master  or  owners,  that  such  ship  or  vessel  was 
otherwise  legally  employed  at  the  time  of  detention  or  capture,  the  sh^ 
or  vessel  shall  thereupon  be  condemned  and  declared  lawful  prize. 

The  aforesaid  Additional  Article  shall  be  submitted  to  the  ratifies- 
tion  of  the  respective  Sovereigns,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  it  were  inserted,  word  for  word,  in  the  Treaty  of  the  4tli  of 
May,  1818,  above  mentioned,  and  shall  be  held  to  form  part  of  tlie 
same. 

The  acts  of  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  within  the  space  of  one 
month  from  this  date,  or  sooner,  if  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  the 
present  Act,  and  thereunto  affixed  the  seal  of  their  arms.

Akticlb  VIII.  In  order  to  bring  to  adjudication,  with  the  least 
^y  and  in^onvenienci^i  the  vessels  which  may  be  detained  for  having 
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lieen  engaged  m  an  illicit  Traffic  of  StaTes,  theM  diall  be  ertili&Ml, 
witldii  ttie  Bpace  of  a  year  at  furthest,  from  the  exchange  of  the  tM- 
«iti<ma  of  the  present  Conyentioii,  two  Mixed  CommiMoiM,  fonned  of 
an  equal  number  of  indiyidnaLs  of  the  two  nations,  named  for  this  fia- 
pose  Dj  their  v^epectiTe  Sovereigns. 

These  Commisflions  shall  reside,  one  in  a  possesrien  beloBgu^  t6 
His  Biitaamo  Majesty,  the  other  within  the  territories  ^  His  M4Mt 
Faithful  Majesty ;  and  the  two  OoTeminent^  at  the  period  <if  the 
exehange  of  the  ratiieatioBs  of  the  present  CMivention,  shall  dedaie, 
each  for  its  own  dominions,  in  what  places  the  CoinmisdonB  duJI 
respeetively  reside.  Each  of  the  two  High  Contracting  Partaefl  n- 
serving  to  itself  the  right  of  changing,  at  its  pleasure,  the  j^aoe  of 
residence  of  the  Commission  held  within  its  own  dominiotts ;  pnmdsd, 
however,  that  one  of  the  two  CommissioikB  shall  always  be  held  vpoB 
the  coast  of  Africa,  and  the  other  in  the  foarik. 

These  Gbmmisnoos  shall  judge  the  causes  eubnutted  to  then 
without  appeal,  and  according  to  the  regulations  and  instmetioaB 
annexed  to  the  present  Convention,  of  which  they  shidl  be  eonndeiei 
as  an  integral  part. 

Abticle  IX.  His  Britanmc  Majesty,  in  eoHifcMmi^  with  <he  sti- 
pulations of  the  Treaty  of  the  22nd  of  January,  1815,  engages  to  gnat, 
m  the  manner  hereafter  explained,  sufficient  mdemnifieation  to  ul  ^ 
proprietors  of  Portuguese  vessels  and  cargoes  captured  by  Bntadi 
cruizers,  between  the  1st  of  June,  1814,  and  the  period  at  which  tlie 
two  Commissions  pointed  out  in  Article  VIII  of  the  present  Cobvobt 
tion,  shall  assemble  at  their  respective  posts. 

The  two  High  Contracting  Parties  agree  that  all*  daims  of  the 
nature  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  received  and  liquidated  by  a 
Mixed  Commission,  to  be  held  at  London,  and  which  shall  consist  of  sfi 
equal  number  of  individuals  of  the  two  nations,  named  by  their  reepecr 
tive  Sovereigns,  and  upon  the  same  principles  stipulated  by  the  Eigbtli 
Articde  of  this  Additional  Convention,  and  by  the  other  acts  which  vom 
an  integral  part  of  the  same.  The  aforesaid  Commission  shall  com- 
mence their  functions  six  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  present 
Convention,  or  sooner  if  possible. 

The  two  High  Contracting  Parties  have  agreed  that  the  proprie- 
tors of  vessels  captured  by  the  British  cruizers  cannot  claim  compensa- 
tion for  a  larger  number  of  Slaves  than  that  which,  according  to  tbo 
existing  laws  of  Portugal,  they  were  permitted  to  traiis|>ort^  aocordia^ 
to  the  rate  of  tonnage  of  the  captured  vesseL 

The  two  High  Contracting  Parties  are  equally  agreed,  that  ereiT  { 
Portuguese  vessel  captured  with  Slaves  on  board  for  the  Traflio,  whWk 
shall  DC  proved  to  have  been  embarked  within  the  territories  of  tlio 
coast  of  Mrica,  situated  to  the  north  of  Cape  Palmas,  and  not  belon^tf 
to  the  Crown  of  Portugal, — as  well  as  all  Portuguese  vessels  captar^l 
with  Slaves  on  board  for  the  Traffic,  six  months  afier  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  Treaty  of  the  22nd  of  January,  1615,  aiid<A 
which  it  can  be  proved  that  the  af oresud  Slaves  were  embarked  in  tto 
roadsteads  of  the  coast  of  Africa,  (Estuate  to  the  north  of  the  equator^ 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  claim  any  indemnification. 

Articlb  X.     His  Britannic  Majesty  engues  to  payv  within  tb0 
qpace  of  a  year  at  furthest,  from  the  dedueaen  of  eadi  emae,  to  the  isfi* 
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ridoak  hmng  a  jart  olum  to  the  same,  the  sams  whicli  shall  be 
gnmted  U>  them  by  the  Commissions  named  in  the  preceding  Article. 

Abticub  XL  His  Britannic  Majesly  formally  engages  to  pay  the 
900,000^1  of  indemnification^  stipulated  by  the  Convention  of  the  2l8t 
Jaoiuuy,  1815,  in  fayoor  of  the  proprietors  of  Porttigaese  vessels  cap- 
tmdhf  British  croijEers,  up  to  the  period  of  the  1st  of  June,  1814,  m 
thejmtmier  following,  viz. : — 

The  first  payment  of  \50fiOQL  six  months  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ntificatioDS  of  the  present  Convention,  and  the  remaining  150,000, 
IS  well  as  the  interest  at  five  per  cent,  due  upon  the  total  sum,  from 
thedsy  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  Convention  of  the 
SIst  Janiiai^,  1815,  shall  be  paid  nine  months  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ntifications  of  the  present  Convention.

As  soon  as  the  total  abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade,  for  the  subjects  of 
the  Crown  of  Portugal,  shall  have  taken  place,  the  two  High  Con- 
tracting Parties  hereby  agree,  by  common  consent,  to  ad^i  to  thai 
state  of  circumstances,  the  stipulations  of  the  Additional  Convention 
concluded  at  London,  the  28th  of  July  last;  but  in  de&ult  of  sudt 
alterations,  the  Additional  Convention  of  that  date  shall  remain  ia 
force  nntil  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years  from  the  day  on  which  the 
general  abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  shall  so  take  place,  on  the  part  of 
the  Portuguese  Government. 

The  present  Separate  Articlh  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity 
as  it  were  inserted,  word  for  word,  in  the  Additional  Convention 
aforesaid.  It  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged 
as  soon  as  possible.

HiB  Mfuesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
ud  Ireland,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Portugal,  Brazil,  and  Algarves,  wishing  to  remove  every  obstacle 
to*  the  mithfdl  execution  of  the  Convention  signed  in  London,  by 
their  respective  Plenipotentiaries,  on  the  28th  of  July,  1817,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  their  subjects  from  engaging  in  an^  illicit  Traffic 
m  Shives;  and  seemg  the  necessity  of  adding,  to  that  mtent,  certain 
Articles  to  the  said  Convention,  nave,  for  this  purpose,  named  their 
Plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  sav : 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  Edward  Michael  Ward,  Esquire,  his  Charg§  d'Affaires  at  the

Who,  after  having  exchanged  their  lespective  fnll  powers,  fonnd  to

Article  I.     Whereas  it  is  stated  in  the  Isl  Article  of  the  Instmc- 
tions  intended  for  the  British  and  Portuguese  ships  of  war  employed  to 
preyent  the  illicit  Traffic  in  Slaves^  that  ''ships  on  hoard  of  which  no 
Slayes  shall  he  found,  intended  for  purposes  of  traffic,  shall  not  be. 
detained  on  anj  account  or  pretence  whatever :"  and  whereu  it  has 
heen  f^umd  l^  expeiieoee,  that  vessels  employed  in  the  Ul^g^,. traffic 
have  put  their  Slaves  momentarily  on  shore,  immediately  prior  |o  their 
being  visited  by  ships  of  war,  and  that  such  vessels  hs^ve  thtu  found 
means  to  evade  forfeiture,  and  have  been  enabled  to  pursue  their  an* 
lawful  OQuiae  with  impunity,  contrary  to  the  true  object,  and  sgoj^  'of 
tk(^  Convention  of  the  28th  of  July,  1817 ;  the  two  High  Contraioti^g  , 
Parties  ther^ore>  feel  it  necessary  to  declare,  and  it  is  hereby  de-  . 
clared  oy  them,  that  if  there  shall  be  clear  and  undeniable  proof  that 
a  Slave  or  Slaves  of  either  sex  has  or  have  been  put  on  board  a  veaael 
for  the  purpose  of  illegal  traffic,  in  the  particular  voyage  on  which  the  [ 
vessel  be  captured,  then,  and  on  that  account,  according  to  the  trueihtent 
ai^d  meaning  of  the  stipulations  of  the  above*mentioned  Convenlion^ 
«uch  vessel  ^uill  be  detained  by  the  cruizers,  and  finally  condemned  by  . 
the.  Commissioners. 

Article  II.    Inasmuch  as  the  Convention  of  the  28th  of  July,  1817, 
does  not  stipulate  the  mode  of  supplying  the  absence  of  the  Uoinmis- 
flieners,  occurring  from  any  other  cause  besides  that  of  death,  whfcli  Is  . 
the  only  case  provided  for  by  the  14th  Article  of  the  Regulation  for  the* 
Mixed  Commissions,  annexed  to  the  said  Convention ;  the  two  High 
C^jxixwcting  Parties  have  agreed  that,  in  the  event  of  the  recal)^  ot  of  ' 
the  absence  on  account  of  illness,  or  any  other  unavoidable  caise)  of 
any  of  the  Commissaiy  Judges  or  Arbitrators  ;  or  in  the  case  of  their 
al^nee  in  consequence  of  leave  from  their  Government,  (whicb  must 
be  )DLoUfied  to  the  respective  Commission,)  their  posts  shall  be  supplied 
in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  is  determined  for  the  case  of  oeath^ 
by  the  above-mentioned  14th  Article  of  the  said  Regulation. 

These  Additional  Articles  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  aaif 
they  were  inserted,  word  for  word,  in  the  said  Convention^  and  shajt . 
be  considered  as  forming  a  part  of  the  same ;  they  shall  be  ratiK^  and 
the  ratifications  thereof  exchanged  in  Lisbon,  within  three  monthsi,  at 
latest,  after  the  date  of  their  signature.

wheneyer  the  offence  of  trafficking 
in  slayes  shall  haye  been  esta- 
blished  by  the  sentence  of  the  re^ 
spectiye  Tribunals.  They  reserve 
to  themselyes,  howeyer,  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Slayes  themselyes, 
the  right  to  employ  them  as  ser- 
yants  or  free  labourers,  conform- 
ably to  their  respectiye  laws.

Sir, 

A  Convention  was  condaded  at  Paris  on  the  3(Hh  of  November, 
1831,  between  France  and  Great  Britain,  for  the  suppression  of  the 
Slave  Trade.  According  to  the  terms  of  that  Convention,  croizeis 
belonging  to  either  of  the  two  conntries  are  to  be  authorized,  nnder  tibe 
Special  Instmctions  which  are  therein  mentioned,  to  visit  and  detius, 
within  the  extent  of  certain  limits,  merchant  vessels  of  the  other  nation 
engaged  in  the  Trade,  or  suspected  of  being  fitted  out  for  such  trade. 
A  Supplementary  Convention  was  moreover  concluded  between  the 
two  countries  on  the  22nd  of  March,  1833,  for  the  purpose  of  expfaun- 
ing  and  developing  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  above 
mentioned;  and  to  this  Supplementary  Convention  were  annexed 
Instructions  for  the  cruisers  which  are  to  be  employed  on  the  saM 
service. 

I  have  judged  it  expedient  that  the  vessel  under  your  command 
riiould  be  one  of  the  French  cruisers  furnished  with  the  said  Special 
Instructions. 

I  herewith  transmit  to  you  copies  of  the  principal  Conventi6ta  of 
the  80th  of  November,  1831,  and  of  the  Instructions  thereto  annexed, 
which  are  above  mentioned ;  and  in  consequence,  I  authorize  you,  and 
confer  upon  you  the  power,  in  virtue  of  the  present  Order,  and  of  the 
inclosed  Warrant  from  the  Government  of  His  Britannic  Majesty,  to 
visit  merchant  vessels  under  the  English  flag,  suspected  of  being 
engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  within  the  limits  described  in  the  Ist 
Artide  of  the  Convention  of  the  30th  November,  1831,  (with  the  pan* 
ditionai  extension  which  is  therein  explained,)  and  to  act  with  regaid 
to  such  of  these  vessels  as  may  be  engaged  in  a  Traffic  of  Staves,  or  as 
may  be  suspected  of  being  fitted  out  for  that  traffic,  in  the  manner 
which  is  prescribed  by  those  different  documents. 

I  instruct  you  to  conform  most  strictly  to  all  the  provisions^  airf' 
stipulations  which  are  therein  contained;  and  desire  that  you  wiH  te 
careful  to  exercise  the  authority  with  which  you  are  thus  iavestedy  ib 
the  mildest  manner,  and  with  all  the  consideration  which  is  das 
between  allied  and  friendly  nations,  and  to  co-operate  cordially  with 
the  commanders  of  any  J&iglish  ship  of  war  employed  on  the  sane 
service.

SPBCIAL  ORDER. 


By  ike  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland^  Spc. 

Whbrbas  a  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  for  the  Sup- 
pisnon  of  the  Traffic  in  Siares,  was  signed  at  Madrid  on  the  28th  of 
Jme,  1835,  and  Instructions  for  Cruizers,  marked  A,  and  Regulations 
fcr  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice,  marked  B,  were  annexed  thereto,  and 
deokred  to  form  an  integral  part  thereof ;  and  the  ratifications  of  the 
•me  were  exchanged  at  Madrid  on  the  27th  of  August,  1835 ;  and 
wheteas  the  High  Contracting  Parties  mutually  agreed  thereby,  that 
the  ahipe  of  their  royal  nayies,  respectiyely  furnish^  with  the  mstruc- 
^118  contained  in  Annex  A  to  the  Treaty,  might  search  and  send  in 
fer  trial,  yesaels  suspected  of  the  illegal  Traffic  in  Slayes :  and  whereas 
we  thmk  fit  that  Her  Majesty's  ship  under  your  command  should  bo 
one  of  those  authorized  to  act  under  the  Treaty, — 

We  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  the  said  Treaty  and  of  its  Annexes, 
>Utfked  A  and  B;  and  3rDu  are  hereby  expressly  authorized,  em- 
poirered,  and  ordered,  to  act  in  the  suppression  of  the  Traffic  in  Slayes 
aoeording  to  the  said  Treaty.

The 
aaid  ociaBHianders  ought  to  hold  the 
xMak  of  captaia  m  the  royal  navy, 
or  at  leftst  of  lieutenant :  it  heing 
Aevertheless  underatood,  that  the 
jjMrtvuctions  originally  issued  to  an 
4)ffieerholdingt&rankof  lieutenant 
of  the  navy,  or  other  superior  rank, 
shall  he  su^cient,  in  case  of  death 
0X  temporary  absence  of  the  same, 
to  fuitborize  the  officer  on  whom 
Ihe  oommand  of  the  vessel  has 
devolved,  to  make  the  search,  al- 
though the  said  officer  may  not  hold 
the  aforesaid  rank  in  the  service. 

Thirdly.  That  if  at  any  time 
the  commander  of  a  cruizer  of 
either  of  the  two  nations  shall 
euspect,  that  any  merchant  vessel 
nnaer  the  escort  or  convoy  of  any 
ehip  or  ships  of  war  of  the  other 
A8^oii,  carries  Slaves  on  board,  or 
has  been  engaged  in  the  Traffic  in 
Slaves,  or  is  fitted  out  for  the 
purpose  thereof,  the  said  com- 
iaander  of  the  cruizer  shall  com- 
municate his  suspicions  to  the  com- 
mander of  the  convoy,  who,  ao- 
oompanied  by  the  commander  of 
the  cruizer,  shall  proceed  to  the 
search  of  the  suspected  vessel ;  and 
in  case  that  the  suspicions  appear 
well  founded,  according  to  the 
tenour  of  this  Treaty,  then  the 
said  vessel  shall  be  conducted  or 
s«at  to  one  of  the  points  where 
the  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice  are 
stationed,  in  order  that  the  just 
lontence  may  there  be  pronounced. 
..  Fonrthly.  It  is  further  mutually 
Aljreed,  that  the  commanders  of  the

names  of  the  persons  to  whose  care 
they  have  been  committed,  and  any 
other  circumstances  likely  to  con- 
tribute to  the  end  in  view. 

Article  VI.  The  register  to 
which  the  preceding  Article  refers, 
will  serve  to  form  a  general  re- 
turn, which  the  governor  or  cap- 
tain-general of  the  part  of  the  do- 
minions of  the  Queen  of  Spain 
where  the  Mixed  Court  of  Justice 
resides,  shall  be  bound  to  deliver, 
every  six  months,  to  the  aforesaid 
Mixed  Commission,  in  order  to

By  ti4  Oemmimaners  for  wecuting  the  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and. 
Irelandy  6^0, 

WwBtsJkB,  by  a  Convention  dated  the  24ih  November^  1837^  His 
Ivperial  and  Royal  Highness  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany  has  acceded 
to  tiie  ConTBntions  of  the  dOth  November,  1831,  and  the  22nd  March, 
1833,  between  Great  Britain  and  France,  for  the  Suppression  of  the 
Slave  Trade;  and  it  has  been  stipulated  in  the  said  Convention,  that 
«Main  craiMrs  belonging  to  the  said  three  countries  respectively, 
slioiild  be  authorised  under  the  Special  Instructions  therein  mentioned, 
to  viaii  and  detain,  within  particularly  limits,  merchant-vessels  of  the 
Qiher  nations  eng^eed  in  the  Traffic  in  Slaves,  or  suspected  of  being 
itted  out  for  that  Traffic :  and  whereas  we  think  fit  that  the  vessel  you 
command  shall  be  one  of  the  British  cruizers  furnished  with  the  said 
%eetal  Instructions, — 

We  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  the  said  Convention  of  the 
^th  November,  1837,  and  you  are  accordingly  authorized  and  em- 
powered, by  virtiie  of  this  present  Order,  and  of  the  accompanying  War- 
^esfifrom  the  Tuscan  Government,  to  visit  merchant-vessels  under  tJie 
Tiiaeui  flag,  suspected  of  being  engaged  in  the  Traffic  in  Slaves,  within 
the  liuits  set  forth  in  the  1st  Article  of  the  Convention  of  the  30th 
^vember,  1831,  inserted  in  the  Convention  above  referred  to  (with 
die  eooditional  extension  therein  explained),  and  to  deal  with  such  as

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Irelan<^  and  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  the  French,  conformahly 
to  the  IXth  Article  of  the  first  of 
these  Conventions,  which  states 
that  the  other  Maritime  Powers 
shall  be  invited  to  accede  to  it, 
have  addressed  this  invitation  to 
His  Imperial  and  Royal  Highness 
the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany;

be  placed  at  the  disposition  of

The  Acts  or 
Instruments  annexed  to  this  Treaty, 
and  which  it  is  mutually  agreed 
shall  form  an  integral  part  thereof, 
are  as  follows : 

A.  Instructions  for  the  ships  of 
the  navies  of  both  nations,  destined 
to  prevent  the  Traffic  in  Slaves. 

B.  Regulations  for  the  Mixed 
Courts  of  Justice,  which  are  to 
hold  their  sittings  on  the  coast  of 
Africa,  and  in  one  of  the  posse&- 
sions  of  the  Republic  of  Chile. 

C.  Regulations  as  to  the  treat- 
ment of  liberated  Negroes. 

Article  XIV.  The  present 
Treaty,  consisting  of  fourteen 
Articles,  shall  be  ratified,  and  the 
ratifications  thereof  exchanged  at 
Santiago,  as  soon  as  possible  within 
the  space  of  twelve  months  from 
this  date. 

In  witness  whereof  the  re- 
spective Plenipotentiaries  have 
signed,  in  triplicate  originals,  Eng- 
lish and  Spanish,  the  present 
Treaty,  and  have  thereunto  affixed 
the  seal  of  their  arms.

Article  I.  The  Mixed  Courts 
of  Justice  to  be  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Treaty,  of 
which  these  Regulations  are  de- 
clared to  be  an  intemi  part,  shall 
be  composed  in  the  following  man- 
ner. Each  of  the  two  High  Con- 
tracting Parties  shall  name  a  judge 
and  an  arbitrator,  who  shall  be 
authorised  to  hear,  and  to  decide 
without  appeal,  all  cases  of  the 
capture  or  detention  of  vessels 
which,  in  pursuance  of  the  stipu- 
lations of  the  aforesaid  Treaty, 
diall  be  brought  before  them.  The 
judges  and  the  arbitrators  shall. 
Wore  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  respectively  make  oath 
before  the  principal  magistrate  of 
the  places  in  which  such  Courts 
respectively  shall  reside,  that  they

Such  secre- 
tuy  or  re^trar  shall  register  all 
the  sot8  of  soch  Conrt,  and  shall^ 
before  he  enters  npon  his  office, 
make  oath  before  the  Court  to 
which  he  is  appointed,  that  he  will 
conduct  himself  with  due  respect 
for  its  authority,  and  will  act  with 
fidelity  and  impartiality  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  said  office. 

The  salary  of  the  secretary  or 
Kgistiar  of  the  Court  to  be  esta- 
blished on  the  coast  of  Africa, 
sball  be  paid  by  Her  Britannic 
Majesty ;  and  that  of  the  secretary 
or  registrar  of  the  Court  to  be  es- 
tablished in  the  possessions  of  the 
Republic  of  Chile  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Government  of  that  Republic. 
Each  of  the  Goyemments  shall 
detaj  half  of  the  aggregate  amount 
^f  the  incidental  expenses  of  such 
Courts. 

AnncLB  II.  The  expenses  in- 
^ivied  by  the  officer  charged  with 
^e  reception,  maintenance,  and 
care  of  toe  detained  vessel,  Slaves, 
aod  cargo,  and  with  the  execution 
of  Uie  sentence ;  and  all  disburse- 
nwBts  occasioned  by  bringing  a 
vessel  to  adjudication,  shall,  in 
case  of  eoodemnation,  be  defrayed 
feon  the  fnnds  arising  from  the 
nle  of  the  materials  of  the  broken- 
Bp  vessel,  of  the  ship's  stores,  and 
of  sneh  parts  of  the  cargo  as  shall 
onsist  of  naerehaadixe.  And  in 
else  tiie  proceeds  arising  horn  this 
"•b  sheviid  not  prove  sufficient  to 
defray  suck  expenses,  the  defi-

these  Regulations  form  an  Annex, 
and  under  Article  VII  of  these 
Regulations. 

Article  III.  The  Mixed  Courts 
of  Justice  are  to  decide  upon  the 
legality  of  the  detention  of  such 
vessels  as  the  cruizers  of  either 
nation  shall,  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  Treaty,  detain. 

These  Courts  shall  adjudge  de- 
finitively and  without  appeal,  all 
questions  which  shall  arise  out  of 
the  capture  and  detention  of  such 
vessels. 

The  proceedings  of  these  Courts 
shall  take  place  with  as  little  de- 
lay £U9  possible;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  Courts  are  required  to 
decide  each  case,  as  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  within  the  space  of 
twenty  days,  to  be  dated  from  the 
day  on  which  the  detained  vessel 
shall  have  been  brought  into  the 
port  where  the  deciding  Court 
shall  reside. 

The  final  sentence  shall  not,  in 
any  case,  be  delayed  beyond  the 
period  of  two  months,  whether  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  wit- 
nesses, or  for  any  other  cause  ex- 
cept upon  the  application  of  any 
of  the  parties  interested;  in  which 
case,  upon  such  party  or  parties 
giving  satisfactory  security  that 
they  will  take  upon  themselves 
the  expense  and  risks  of  the  delay, 
the  Courts  may,  at  their  discretion, 
grant  an  additional  delay,  not  ex- 
ceeding four  months.  Either  party

The  form  of  the 
process  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

The  judges  appointed  by  the 
two  nations,  respectively,  shall,  in 
the  first  place,  proceed  to  examine 
the  papers  of  the  detained  vessel, 
and  to  take  the  depositions  of  the 
master  or  commander,  and  of  two 
or  three,  at  least,  of  the  principal 
mdiyidDaLB  on  board  such  vessel ; 
as  weU  as  the  declaration,  on  oath, 
of  the  captor,  should  such  declara- 
tion appear  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  judge  and  to  pronounce 
whether  Uie  said  vessel  haa  been 
justly  detained  or  not,  according 
to  the  stipulations  of  the  aforesaid 
Treaty,  so  that,  according  to  the 
judgment  pronounced,  the  vessel 
niay  be  condemned  or  released. 


In  the  event  of  the  two  judges

Regulations  for  the  good  treatment 
of  liberated  Ilfegroes, 

hxncLR  I.  The  object  and 
spirit  of  these  Regulations  is  to 
Mome  to  Negroes  liberated  by 
virtue  of  the  stipulations  of  the 
Treaty  to  which  these  Regulations 
fonn  aa  Annex  (marked  C),  per- 
manent good  treatment^  and  full 
and  eomplete  freedom,  in  conform- 
ity with  the  humane  intentions  of 
m  High  Contracting  Parties. 

Article  II.  Immediately  after 
sentence  of  condemnation  shall 
hare  been  passed  by  a  Mixed 
Coort  of  Justice  established  under 
the  Treaty  to  which  these  Regula- 
tions form  an  Annex,  on  a  yessel 
eiiai^  with  being  concerned  in 
illegal  Slave  Trade,  all  Negroes 
who  were  on  board  such  vessel, 
ftnd  who  were  brought  on  board 
for  the  purpose  of  traffic,  shall  be 
dehVered  over  to  the  Government 
to  whom  belongs  the  cruizer  which 
made  the  capture. 

Article  III.  If  the  cruizer 
which  made  the  capture  is  British, 
the  British  Government  engages 
that  the  Negrroes  shall  be  treated 
in  exact  oonlormity  with  the  laws 
in  force  in  the  British  colonies,  for 
the  regnladoo  of  free  or  of  eman- 
cipated Negroes.

in  order  that  the  said  emancipated 
Negroes  may  be  enabled  to  earn 
their  own  subsistence,  whether  as 
artisans,  mechanics,  or  servants. 


Article  V.  For  the  purpose 
which  is  explained  in  Article  VI, 
there  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of 
the  Governor  of  the  part  of  the 
possessions  of  the  Republic  of  Chile 
where  the  Mixed  Court  of  Justice 
resides,  a  register  of  all  emanci- 
pated Negroes,  in  which  shall  be 
entered,  with  scrupulous  exactness, 
the  names  given  to  the  Negroes, 
the  names  of  the  vessels  in  which 
they  were  captured,  the  names  of 
the  persons  to  whose  care  they 
have  been  committed,  and  any 
other  circumstances  likely  to  con- 
tribute to  the  end  in  view. 

Article  VI.  The  register  to 
which  the  preceding  Article  refers, 
will  serve  to  form  a  general  return, 
which  the  Governor  of  that  part  of

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
ud  Ireland,  and  the  President  of 
the  Repuhlic  of  Chile,  animated 
always  with  the  most  lively  desire 
to  cooperate  for  the  abofition  of 
tbe  Traffic  in  Slaves  in  all  parts  of 
the  world,  and  to  avoid  renewed 
^ys  in  the  fulfilment  of  the 
obligations  which  thej  had  mutu- 
aUj  resolved  to  impose  on  them- 
selves by  the  Treaty  signed  on 
the  nineteenth  of  January,  1839, 
which  unhappily  could  not  be  ear- 
ned into  effect,  the  ratifications 
aot  having  been  exchanged  within 
the  period  therein  stipulated ;  have 

rd  to  proceed  to  the  oelebra- 
of  a  Convention  which  mav 
give  full  force  and  vigour,  in  ail 
which  shall  not  be  expressly  al- 
tered by  it,   to    the    stipulations 
eootained  in  the  said  Treaty.

Hhr  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Irelanc^  and  the  Argentine 
Confederation,  being  equaUj  ani- 
mated by  a  sincere  desire  to  co- 
operate tOT  the  ntter  extinction  of 
the  infamons  and  piratical  Traffic 
in  Slares,  have  resolved  to  con- 
clude a  Treaty  for  the  sjpecial  pur-

Whebbas  a  'F'^i^  between  Great  Britain  and  Uragoayv  for  Ae 
abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade,  was  signed  at  Monte-Video  00  ike  IM 
of  JnJhf,  1889,  and  Instmctions  for  Cmizen,  mari^ed  A,  and  Regula- 
tions ior  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice,  marked  B,  were  annexed  hereto;,  sad 
deelared  to  form  an  integral  part  thereof;  and  the  ratifieations  of  fhs 
aame  were  exehanj^d  on  the  2l6t  of  Jannaiy,  1842 :  and  whereM 
the  High  Contracting  Parties  mntually  a^^reed  thereby,  that  ships  sf 
war  of  both  countries,  respectively  finushed  with  the  Instructioas 
eontained  in  Annex  A  to  the  Trea^,  might  search  and  send  in  ftr

Duplicate  original  receipts  for 
the  Negroes  delivered  over  to  the 
Government,  specifying  the  num- 
ber of  each  sex,  shall,  at  the  time 
when  tYtej  are  delivered  as  afore- 
said, be  made  out  and  signed  bj 
the  officer  receiving  them. 

One  original  of  such  receipts 
shall  be  given  to  the  person  pre- 
viously in  charge  of  the  Negroes, 
the  other  to  the  curator,  who  shall 
deposit  the  same  in  the  registry  of 
the  Mixed  Court  of  Justice  wnich 
adjudicated  the  case  of  the  vessel 
in  which  the  Negroes  were  cap- 
tured. 

At  the  time  of  delivery  of  such 
Negroes  to  the  Government  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
they  shall  be  minutely  inspected

The  curator,  after  having  iden- 
tified the  body  of  any  apprentice 
who  may  have  died,  shall  investi- 
gate the  cause  of  the  death,  and  if 
the  death  shall  appear  to  have 
been  natural,  he  shall  note  that 
iiaot  in  the  register.

Those  liberated 
Negroes  who  may  not  be  appren- 
ticed, or  may  not  have  enlisted  in 
the  sea  or  land  forces  of  the  State 
to  which  the  colony  or  possession 
in  which  they  may  be,  belongs,  or 
whose  indentures  shall  have  be- 
come void,  or  have  been  cancelled, 
shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Go- 
vernment of  such  colony  or  pos- 
session.

shall  be  named  and  paid  by  the 
Government  of  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty j  and  that  the  entire  expense 
of  both  the  Courts  to  be  established 
under  this  Treaty,  shall  be  borne 
by  the  Government  of  Her  Britan- 
nic Majesty. 

Article  IV.  If  in  the  transla- 
tion of  the  present  Treaty  into  the 
Spanish  lan^age,  any  mistake  or 
error  should  be  committed,  the 
English  text  is  to  be  adhered  to. 

The  present  Additional  Articles 
shall  form  an  integral  part  of  the 
Treaty  for  the  suppression  of  the 
Slave  Trade,  signed  this  day,  and 
shall  have  the  same  force  and 
validity  as  if  they  were  inserted, 
word  for  word,  m  that  Treaty;

The 
two  High  Contracting  Parties  le- 
serre  to  themselres  the  right  to 
alter  or  suspend,  b  j  common  con- 
sent and  mutual  agreement,  but 
not  otherwise,  the  terms  and  tenor 
of  such  Regulations. 

Article  XIII.  The  Acts  or  In- 
struments annexed  to  this  Treaty, 
and  which  it  is  mutually  agreed 
shall  form  an  integral  part  thereof, 
are  as  follow : 

A.  Instructions  for  the  ships  of 
the  navies  of  both  nations,  des- 
tined to  prevent  the  Traffic  in 
Slaves. 

B.  Regulations  for  the  Mixed 
Courts  of  Justice,  which  are  to 
hold  their  sittings  on  the  coast  of 
Africa,  and  in  one  of  the  posses- 
sions of  the  Republic  of  Bolivia. 

C.  Regulations  as  to  the  treat- 
ment of  liberated  Negroes. 

Article  XIV.  The  present 
Treaty,  consisting  of  fourteen  Ar- 
ticles, shall  be  ratified,  and  the 
ratifications  thereof  exchanged  at 
London  as  soon  as  possible  within 
the  space  of  twenty  montiis  from 
this  date. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respec- 
tive Plenipotentiaries  have  signed 
in  triplicate  originals,  English  and 
Spanish,  the  present  Treaty,  and 
have  thereunto  affixed  the  seal  of 
their  arms.

Article  III.  The  Mixed  Courts 
of  Justice  are  to  decide  upon  the 
legality  of  the  detention  of  such 
vessels  as  the  cruizers  of  either 
nation  shall,  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  Treaty,  detain. 

These  Courts  shall  judge  defini- 
tively and  without  appeal,  all 
Suestions  which  shall  arise  out  of 
lie  capture  and  detention  of  such 
vessels. 

The  proceedings  of  these  Courts 
shall  take  place  with  as  little  de- 
lay as  possible;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  Courts  are  required  to 
decide  each  case,  as  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  within  the  space  of 
twenty  days,  to  be  dated  from  the 
day  on  which  the  detained  vessel 
shall  have  been  brought  into  the 
port  where  the  deciding  Court 
shall  reside. 

The  final  sentence  shall  not,  in 
any  case,  be  delayed  beyond  the 
period  of  two  months,  either  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  wit- 
nesses, or  for  any  other  cause ; 
except  upon  the  application  of  any 
of  the  parties  interested,  in  which 
case,  upon  such  party  or  parties 
giving  satisfactory  security  that 
they  will  take  upon  themselves 
the  expense  and  risks  of  the  delay, 
the  Courts  may,  at  their  discre-

Whereas,  by  a  Convention  dated  the  2drd  December,  1839,  the 
RepvJblic    of   Hayti  has  acceded    to    the  Conventions   of  the  30th 
KoTember,  1831,  and  22nd  March,  1833,  between  Great  Britain  and 
f*jnuiGe)  for  the  Suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade;  and  it  has  been  stipu- 
lated in  the  said  Convention,  that  certain  cruizers  belonging  to  Great 
JBxitain  and  Hayti  respectively,  should  be  authorized,  under  Special 
Instructions  therein  mentioned,  to  visit  and  detain,  within  particular 
linut^,  merchant  vessels  of  the  other  nations,  engaged  in  the  Traffic 
ui  Slaves,  or  suspected  of  being  fitted  out  for  that  Traffic :  and  whereaa 
•vre  think  fit  that  the  vessel  you  command  shall  be  one  of  the  British 
enuzers  furnished  with  the  said  Special  Instructions, — 

We  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  the  said  Convention  of  the

Britain  and  France,  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  Slave  Trade,  in- 
vited the  President  of  the  Repub- 
lic of  Hayti  to  accede  to  the  said 
Convention ; 

And  the  President  of  the  Re- 
public  of  Hayti,  equally  animated 
with  the  desire  to  concur  in  the 
same  humane  object,  having  cor- 
dially assented  to  this  proposal ; 

The  two  High  Powers,  with  the

Hmu,  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
^md  Ii^land,  wishing  to  give  fuller  effect  to  the  principles  which  form 
^^  basis  of  the  Treaties  which  have  been  concluded  between  Great 
9rUmin  and  several  other  European  Powers  for  the  suppression  of  the 
^t^bicma  Slave  Trade;  and  the  Republic  of  Texas  being  likewise  deair^ 
"^am  otf  TCodering  effectual  tbe  fundaaoiental  Article  in  her  Constitution, 
4g^Aa!h  declares  the  said  trade  piracy,  have  determined  to  negotiate  and 
.^sOBeliade  a  Treaty  for  the  more  effectual  extinction  of  this  traffic. 

*    f^^r  tUs  purpose  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
^/  6r«a^  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  Republic  of  Texas,  have  named 
Pknipolentiariea,  that  ia  to  say: — 
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Her  Majesty  the  Qaeen  of  the  United  Kingdor'oF  Ofoai  Brilaift 
and  Ireland,  the  Right  Honourahle  Henry  John  Viicoant  'BahnarstaOi 
Boron  Temple,  a  Peer  of  Ireland,  a  Member  of  Het  Britaante  Majesiy't 
Moat  Honourable  Privy  Council,  a  Member  of  Parlunntent^  Kniritt 
Grand  Cross  of  the  Most  Honourable  Order  of  the  Bath,  and  Hir

And  the  Republic  of  Texas,  General  James  Hamilton^  tew  te^

Articlv  I.  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of

Articls  II.  In  order  more  completely  to  accomplish  the  obfod 
of  the  present  Treaty,  the  High  Contracting  Parties  mutually  cooflSDl, 
that  those  ships  of  their  respective  navies,  which  shall  be  provided  nilii 
special  warrants  and  orders,  according  to  the  form  in  Annex  A  to  tUi 
Treaty,  may  visit  such  merchant-vessels  of  either  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting  Parties  as  may,  upon  reasonable  grounds,  be  suspected  of 
being  engaged  in  the  aforesaid  Traffic  in  Slaves,  or  of  having  been 
fitted  out  for  that  purpose;  or  of  having,  during  the  voyage  on  whkh

A  declaration  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  drawn  up  in  dapUnte, 
signed  by  the  persons  who  shall  have  acted  therein,  or  who  shell  hut 
b^n  present  at  the  same;  and  one  of  the  said  deelaratiwie  ifaettte 
delivered  to  the  commander  of  the  cruiser,  or  to  the  officer  who  M

suspicion ;  or  if  it  shall  be  proved  that  the  visit  and  detention  have  ben 
attended  with  any  abuse  or  with  vexatious  acts,  the  commander  of  the 
cnuzer,  or  the  officer  who  shall  have  boarded  the  said  vessel,  or  the 
officer  who  shall  have  been  appointed  to  bring  her  in,  and  under  whoK 
(as  the  case  may  be)  the  abuse  or  vexatious  acts  shall  have  been  com.* 
mitted,  shall  be  liable  to  costs  and  damages,  to  be  paid  to  the  nustor 
and  to  the  owners  of  the  vessel  and  cargo. 

These  costs  and  damages  may  be  awarded  by  the  Tribunal  betoe 
which  the  proceedings  against  the  detained  vessel,  her  master,  crew,  and 
cargo,  shall  have  been  instituted;  and  the  Government  of  the  coiattiy 
to  which  the  officer  whose  proceedings  gave  occasion  for  such  award 
belongs,  shall  pay  the  amount  of  the  said  costs  and  damages,  witlun  the 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  award. 

Article  aIV.  If  in  the  visit  or  detention  of  a  merchant-vessel 
URder  this  Treaty,  any  abuse  or  vexation  shall  have  been  committed, 
and  if  the  vessel  shall  not  have  been  delivered  over  to  the  jurisdiction.ilC 
her  own  nation,  the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  make  a  dedaratioa,  on 
bath,  of  the  abuses  or  vexations  of  which  he  has  to  complain,  and  of  the 
costs  and  damages  to  which  he  lays  claim ;  and  this  declaration  shall  be 
made  by  him  before  the  competent  authorities  in  the  first  port  of  his  om 
country  at  which  he  may  arrive,  or  before  the  consular  agent  of  his  omn 
nation  at  a  foreign  port,  if  the  vessel  shall  first  proceed  to  a  for^gn 
port  where  there  is  such  an  agent. 

This  declaration  shall  be  confirmed  by  an  examination,  upon  oat2h 
of  the  principal  persons  among  the  crew  or  passengers  who  have  wit> 
iiessed  the  visit  or  detention  ;  and  a  formal  statement  of  the  whole  ahaH 
be  drawn  up,  and  two  copies  thereof  shall  be  delivered  to  the  masier, 
who  shall  forward  one  of  them  to  his  own  Government,  in  support  of  his 
claims  for  costs  and  damages.

vessel  be  condemned  by  the  Texian  Tribunals,  be  delivered  over  by  the 
Texian  to  the  British  authorities,  to  be  conveyed,  at  the  expense  of  the 
British  Government,  to  some  one  of  the  British  Colonies  in  the  West 
Indies;  and  in  regard  to  Texian  vessels  detained  on  the  coast  of 
Brazil,  or  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  it  is  further  agreed  that,  in  order  that 
any  Staves  found  on  board  such  vessels  m^  not  be  exposed  to  the 
bufferings  which  would  attend  a  voyage  to  Texas,  such  Slaves  shall, 
notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  Articles  VI  and  VII  of 
this  Treaty,  be  carried  or  sent  at  once,  by  the  commander  of.  the 
capturing  cruizer,  to  one  of  the  British  settlements  on  the  coast  of 
^rica, — the  vessel  herself  bemg  sent  on  to  Galveston  for  adjudication. 

Article  XVII.  The  Acts  or  Instruments  annexed  to  this  Treaty^ 
and  which  it  is  mutually  agreed  shall  form  an  integral  part  thereof,  are 
as  follows : — 

A.  Forms  of  Warrants  to  authorize,  and  of  Orders  to  guide,  the 
crcdzers  of  either  nation,  in  making  visits  and  detentions  under  this 
Treaty. 

B.  Instructions  for  the  cruizers  of  the  respective  navies,  employed 
wider  this  Treaty  to  prevent  the  African  Slave  Trade. 

Article  XVIII.  The  present  Treaty,  consisting  of  eighteen 
Articles,  shall  be  ratified,  and- the  ratifications  thereof  shall  be  ex- 
changed in  London  in  nine  months  from  this  date,  or  sooner  if 
possible. 

In  witness  wliereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed 
the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto  the  seals  of  their  arms.

If  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  visit  that  the  ship's  papen  ire 
regulur,  and  her  proceedings  lawful,  the  officer  shall  certify  ufxm  tbe 
log-book  of  the  vessel,  that  the  visit  took  place  in  virtue  of  die  Speenl' 
Orders  above  mentioned;  and  these  formalities  having  been  compleled^ 
the  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to  continue  her  course. 

Secondly^  If  in  consequence  of  the  visit,  the  officer  commsn^ 
the  cruiser  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  are  sufficient  grounds  in 
believing  that  the  vessel  is  engaged  in  the  African  Slave  Trade,  or  bis 
been  fitted  out  for  that  traffic,  or  has  been  engaged  in  that  toils 
during  the  voyage  in  which  she  is  met  with  by  the  cruiser ;  snd  if  be 
shall  in  consequence  determine  to  detain  her,  and  to  have  her  delivired 
up  for  adjudication,  he  shall  forthwith  cause  a  list  to  be  made  out,  iit 
duplicate,  of  all  the  papers  found  on  board,  and  he  shall  sign  this  list* 
and  the  duplicate,  adding,  after  his  own  name,  his  rank  in  the  navj^sni 
the  name  of  the  vessel  under  his  command. 

He  shall,  in  like  manner,  make  out  and  sign,  in  duplicate,  a  deeiir> ' 
ation  stating  the  place  and  time  of  the  detention,  the  name  of  tbe 
vessel  and  that  of  her  master,  the  names  of  the  persons  composing  her 
crew,  and  the  number  and  condition  of  the  Slaves  found  on  board. 

This  declaration  shall  further  contaui  an  exact  description  ol  the 
state  of  the  vessel,  and  of  her  cargo. 

Thirdly.  The  commander  of  the  cruiser  shall  without  delay  can; 
or  send  the  detained  vessel,  with  her  master,  crew,  passengers,  caig^ 
and  the  Slaves  found  on  board,  to  one  of  the  ports  or  places  hereinste ' 
specified,  in  order  that  proceedings  may  be  instituted  in  regard  to  tlA 
conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  country  under  whose  flag  the  vessel  is 
sailing;  and  he  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  competent  authoii^  <* 
to  the  persons  who  shall  have  been  specially  appointed  for  that  pnipese 
by  the  Government  within  whose  territory  such  port  or  place  shall  be. 

Fourthly.  No  person  whatever  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  detained

FifiUyk  All  Texian  vessels  which  shall  he  detained  hy  the  crulBer^ 
of^Qreat  Bvitain,  in  consequence  of  heing  engaged  in  the  African  Slave 
l^idty  shidl  be  carried  and  delivered  up  to  the  Texian  jurisdiction  at 
Galveston.  But  any  Slaves  found  •on  board  of  Texian  vessels  detained 
oDihe  ooast  of  Braiil  or  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  whether  by  a  British 
or  fa^  a  Texian  cruiser,  under  the  Treaty  to  which  these  Instructions 
form  aa  Annex,  shall  at  once  he  carried  or  sent  by  the  commander  of 
the  capturing  cruiser,  to  one  of  the  British  settlements  on  the  coast  of 
Africa.  And  any  Slaves  found  on  board  of  Texian  vessels  detained  in 
the  West  Indies,  whether  by  a  British  or  a  Texian  cruizer,  under  the 
Trsaty  to  which  these  Instructions  form  an  Annex,  shall,  together  with 
the  vessels  so  detained,  he  carried  and  delivered  up  to  the  Texian 
aiUhorities  at  Galveston,  to  be  disposed  of  after  adjudication,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Treaty. 

All  British  vessels  which  shall  he  detained  by  the  cruizers  of 
Texas,  in  consequence  of  being  engaged  in  the  African  Slave  Trade, 
shall,  together  with  the  Slaves  found  on  board,  be  carried  and  delivered 
up  k>  the  British  jurisdiction  at  Bathurst,  on  the  River  Gambia,  if 
taken  off  the  coast  of  Africa ;  or  at  Port  Royal  in  Jamaica,  if  taken  in 
the  West  Indies. 

SMkbf.  As  soon  as  a  merchant-vessel  which  shall  have  been

master,  the  crew,  and  their  accom- 
plices, shall  be  dealt  with,  con- 
formably to  the  laws  by  which 
they  shall  have  been  tried. 

In  case  of  confiscation,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  aforesaid 
vessel  shall,  within  the  space  of 
six  months,  reckoning  from  the 
date  of  the  sale,  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Government  of  the 
country  to  which  the  ship  which 
made  the  capture  belongs,  in  order 
to  be  employed  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  that  country. 

Article  XI.  If  any  one  of  the 
articles  specified  in  Article  IX  of 
the  present  Treaty  is  found  on 
board  a  merchant- vessel,  or  if  it  is 
proved  to  have  been  on  board  of 
her  during  the  voyage  in  which 
she  was  captured,  no  compensation 
for  losses,  damages,  or  expenses 
consequent  upon  the  detention  of 
such  vessel,  shall  in  any  case  be 
granted,  either  to  the  master,  or  to 
the  owner,  or  to  any  other  person 
interested  in  the  equipment  or  in 
the  lading,  even  though  a  sentence 
of  condemnation  should  not  have 
been  pronounced  against  the  ves- 
sel, as  a  consequence  of  her  de- 
tention. 

Article  XII.  In  all  cases  in 
which  a  vessel  shall  have  been 
detained  in  conformity  with  the 
present  Treaty,  as  having  been 
employed  in  the  Slave  Trade,  or

Article  XIII.  When  by  the 
senteneeof  the  competent  Tribunal, 
it  shall  have  been  ascertained  that 
a  merchant  vessel,  detained  in  vir- 
tne  of  the  present  Treaty,  was  not 
engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade,  and 
was  not  fitted  out  for  that  Traffic, 
she  shall  be  restored  to  the  lawful 
owner  or  owners.

tention were  attended  with  abuse 
or  vexation,  the  commander  of  the 
«raizer,  or  the  officer  who  shall 
Have  boarded  the  said  vessel,  or 
the  officer  who  shall  have  been  en- 
tmsted  with  bringing  her  in,  and 
under  whose  authority,  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  case,  the  abuse 
or  vexation  shall  have  occurred, 
shall  be  liable  in  costs  and  da- 
mages, to  the  master  and  the 
owners  of  the  vessel  and  of  the

Duplicate  original  receipts  for 
the  Negroes  delirered  orer  to  the 
OoTemment,  speci  fying  the  nnmber 
of  each  sex,  shall,  at  the  tiaw 
when  they  are  delivered  as  afore- 
aaid,  be  made  ont  and  signed  by 
the  officer  reoeiring  iihem. 

One  original  at  soeh  receipts 
eh&ll  be  given  to  the  person  pre- 
riously  in  charge  of  the  Negroes, 
the  other  shall  be  given  to  the 
Curator,  who  shall  deposit  the 
same  in  the  registry  of  the  Mixed 
Commission  which  adjudicated  the 
case  of  the  vessel  in  which  the 
Kegroes  were  captured. 

At  the  time  of  the  delivery  of 
each  Negroes  to  the  Oavemmest, 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, they  shall  be  minately  in- 
spected by  the  Curator,  who  shall 
give  to  each  Negro  a  name,  which

W  HEREAB  the  Regulations  in  re- 
spect to.  the  treatment  of  liberated 
Negroea,  contained  in  Annex  C  of

Bt  virtae  of  the  Treaty  concluded  between  His  Majesty  Radama^ 
King  of  Madagascar,  and  his  Excellency  R.  T.  Farqnhar,  Esq., 
GoTernor  and  Commander^n-chief  of  the  Island  of  Mauritius  and 
dependencies,  Captain-Oeneral,  Vice- Admiral,  6ce,,  bearinff"  date  the 
23rd  of  October,  1817,  the  abolition  of  the  exportation  of  Suirea  shall^ 
from  Ak  day,  for  OTer  be  maintained  and  preserred  inviolate ;  and  the 
Contracting  Parties  severally  bind  themselves  y>  fulfil  all  tho  articles 
and  conditions  contained  in  the  said  Treaty,  with  the  most  scrupalous 
«Mie  nd  attention. 

In  consequence  of  this  Treaty,  confirmed  and  ratified  by  command 
«f  His  Britannic  Majesty,  and  accepted  this  day  by  His  Muesty  the 
Ki^  of  Madagascar,  there  has  been  agreed  v^n  between  Mr.  James 
Hastie,  Agent  of  Government  on  the  part  of  his  Excellency  Qoveraot 
msquhar,  and  King  Radama,  that  the  said  Mr.  Hastie  engages,  on  the 
Mffeof  his  Government,  to  take  with  him  twentv  free  subjects  of  Hij^ 
Jl^es^  King  Radama,  to  be  instructed  in  and  brought  up  to  difierent 
toaOBS^  enoh  as  mechanics,  gold  and  silver-smiths,  weavers,  carpenters^ 
Uaebuniths;  or  placed  in  the  arsenals,  dock-yards,  &c.,  whereof  ten 
be  sent  to  England,  and  ten  to  the  Island  of  Mauritius,  at  ikb 
iSS  of  the  British  Government. 
It  is  fiurdier  agreed  upon  between  the  two  Parties,  that  if,  on  the 
ntal  at  Manritins  of  the  twenty  individuals  above  mentioned,  aocomu 
psuiied  by  Mr.  Hastie,  the  Governor  should  not  consent  to  the  instmo- 
lion  of  the  said  twenty  individuals,  ten  at  Mauritius,  and  ten  in 
JBngland,  then  shiJl  the  Treaty  become  null,  without  compromising, 
Iftowever,  the  word  or  promise  of  Kin^  Radama. 

It  is  understood  by  this  Article,  t£at  the  British  Government  shall 
plaoe  the  said  twenty  individuals  with  persons  practising  the  various

Engagement  beheeen  Great  Britain  and  the  King  of  Cartabar. 
Signed  at  Cartabar,  April  23,  1841. 

Tbbaty  between  Henry  Vere  Huntly,  Lieutenant-Ooyemor  of  flie 
British  Settlements  on  the  Grambia,  and  Commander  in  the  Eojai 
Navy,  on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty  Victoria  the  First,  Qneea  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  King  of  Cartebar. 

I.  No  white  persons  shall  be  made  Slaves  in  the  Cartabar  oountij 
in  any  case;  and  if  any  white  persons  are  now  Slaves  in  that  comity, 
or  shall  hereafter  be  brought  into  it  as  Slaves,  they  shall  instantly  be 
delivered  into  the  care  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Her  Hajestj'e 
Settlements  on  the  Gambia. 

II.  No  person,  of  whatever  colour  or  wherever  bom,  shall  be  taken 
out  of  the  Cartabar  country  as  Slaves;  and  no  persons  in  the  Cartahar 
country  shall  be  in  any  way  concerned  in  seising,  keeping,  or  canyii^ 
or  sencung  away  any  persons,  for  the  purpose  of  their  being  taken  ost 
of  the  Cartabar  country  as  Slaves;  and  the  King  of  Cartabar  wi9 
punish  severely  ail  who  break  this  law. 

III.  The  officers  of  England  may  seize  every  vessel  or  boat  of  (^ 
tabar  found  any  where,  carrying  on  the  Trade  in  Slaves  in  the  waten  of 
Cartabar;  and  the  vessels  and  boats  so  seized  shall  be  taken  to  aa 
English  possession,  to  be  tried  by  English  law;  and  if  oondemnedy  dttll, 
with  appurtenances  and  cargo,  be  sold,  the  produce  of  the  sale  beipf 
equally  divided  between  the  Queen  of  England  and  the  King  of  €^ 
taoar.     The  Slaves  found  on  board  shall  be  set  free. 

IV.  English  people  may  freely  come  into  the  country  of  Cartahai; 
and  may  stay  in  it,  or  pass  through  it ;  and  they  shall  be  iraatod  as 
friends  while  in  it,  and  shall  receive  any  supplies  there,  as  maj  fca 
required.    They  may  freely  practise  the  Christiui  religion  tibere,  and

shall  any  one  be  prevented  from  onying  or  selling  any  article,  nordMll 
'Wijr  one  be  fonsed  tobuy  or  sell  anything.  And  Ae  King  of  Cartahar 
agrees  to  allow  all  English  merchants  to  enter  his  territory  free  oF  all 
dnty  or  demand  of  any  kind;  so  long  as  the  English  Government  per- 
mits tl^e  same  couzae  with  respect  to  the  proHiuce  of  the  Oartabar 
«oimtrv,  when  carried  to  any  of  the  British  settlements  on  the  Gambia. 

VI.  The  p^tfas  shall  be  kept  open  throagh  the  country  of  Cs)jtobar 
top^bar  oofntnes^  so  tbat  English  traders  may  carry  goods  of  aiH  kinds 
through  the  Cartabar  oonntry  to  sell  them  elsewhere ;  and  the  traders 
of  other  countries  may  bring  their  goods  through  the  Cartabar  country^ 
to  trade  with  the  English  people.  And  the  King  of  Cartabar  will  not 
make  war  upon  any  other  country,  nnless  with  the  consent  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  British  settlements  on  the  Gambia. 

VII.  English  people  may  buy,  sell,  or  hire,  lands  or  houses  in  the 
Cartabar  country,  and  their  hooses  shall  not  be  entered  without  their 
consent :  nor  shall  their  «>ods  be  seized  nor  their  persons  touched ;  and 
the  King  of  Cartabar  shall  punish  all  who  wrongfully  treat  the  English 
people  in  his  territory. 

ylll.  English  people  must  not  break  the  laws  of  the  Cartabar 
'country,  and  when  they  do,  the  King  shall  send  a  true  account  of  ^e 
matter  to  the  nearest  place  where  there  is  an  English  force;  and  the 
commandant  of  such  force  shall  send  for  the  .aooused  English  persen, 
.in  order  that  he  may  be  tried  and  disposed  of  according  to  the  laws  of 
his  own  ooutry. 

IX.  If  the  Cartabar  people  should  take  away  the  property  of  an 
English  person,  or  should  not  pay  their  iust  debts  to  such  English  per- 
son, the  King  of  Cartabar  will  do  all  he  can  to  make  the  Cartabar 
People  return  the  property  and  pay  the  debt ;  and  the  English  Liente- 
nant-Govemor  engages,  on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain,  to  act  in  a  reciprocal  manner. 

X.  The  Queen  of  England  may  appoint  an  Agent  to  visit  or  to 
reside  in  the  Cartabar  country,  and  this  Agent  is  to  watch  over  the 
fiiilfihnent  of  this  Treaty ;  he  shall  always  receive  honour  and  protec- 
tfo«  in  the  Cartabar  country,  and  the  Krog  will  pay  attention  to  what 
he  SKyg.     The  person  and  property  of  this  Agent  shall  be  sacred. 

AT.  'The  King  of  Cartabar  shall,  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the 
date  of  this  Treaty,  make  a  law  for  carrying  the  whole  of  it  into  effect, 
and  shall  proclaim  that  law ;  and  the  King  of  Cartabar  shall  put  that 
law  into  force  from  that  time  for  ever. 

XII.  The  Queen  of  England,  out  of  friendship  for  the  King  of

I.  The  King  of  Cartabar,  seeing  that  he  is  unable  of  himself  to 
prevent  the  incursions  of  neighbouring  ill-disposed  ChieiiB,  deliglitiBg 
only  in  war,  and  who  have  heretofore  annually  ravaged  his  oomtiy, 
carrying  off  his  people  as  Slaves,  the  cattle,  and  produce,  now  and  for 
ever  places  the  country  of  Cartabar  under  the  sole  protection  of  fliv 
Sovereign  of  England  j  and  he  begs  that  Her  Majesty  Victom  t^ 
First,  Queen  of  England,  may  become,  in  her  own  Royal  peraon,  and 
for  her  heirs  and  successors,  the  protecting  Sovereign  of  the  Cartabar 
country ;  and  the  King  of  Cartabar  freely  cedes  for  ever  to  the  Qneea 
of  England,  her  heirs  and  successors,  one  square  mile  of  land  in  saefa 
part  of  his  country  as  shall  be  pointed  out  by  the  Lieutenant-Ch>Fenior 
oi  the  British  settlements  on  the  Oambia^  or  other  officer  autkocwd 
to  do  so. 

II.  The  King  of  Cartabar  agrees  that  he  will  not  enter  into  any 
alliance,  negotiation,  or  communication  of  any  political  natoi^  what- 
ever with  any  Power  in  the  world,  without  the  knowledge  and  i 
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of  the  Queen  of  England;  and  the  King  of  Oartabar  declareer  the 
whole  of  the  annexed  Treaty^  and  these  two  Additional  Articles,  to  he 
binding  equally  to  himself  ae  to  his  heirs  and  socoessors  for  ever.

Britain  and  the  people  of  Aboh ;  and  the  Slave  Trade  shall  be  pot 
down  for  ever  in  the  Aboh  country;  and  the  people  of  Great  BritaiB 
and  the  people  Aboh  shall  trade  together  innocently,  jasdy,  kindly, 
and  usefully  j  and  Captain  Henry  Dundas  Trotter,  Commander  Wil- 
liam Allen,  Commander  Bird  Allen,  and  William  Cook,  Esqfoire, 
Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain;  and  Obi 
Osai,  on  his  own  part,  and  that  of  his  people,  as  the  Chief  of  the  Aboh 
country,  do  make  the  following  Agreement  for  these  porposes : — 

I.  The  Slave  Trade  shall  1^  utterly  abolidbed  in  the  Aboh  oonntiy, 
and  from  the  signing  of  this  Agreement  no  person  whatev^  shall  be 
removed  out  of  the  conntiy  for  the  purpose  of  being  treated  or  dealt 
with  as  Slaves;  nor  shall  any  persons  whatever  be  allowed  to  be 
brought  through  the  country,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  treated  or  dealt  with  as  Slaves,  by  way  of  esq^ortation  or  oth0- 
wise ;  nor  shall  any  persons  whatever  be  imported  into  the  oonntr^  for 
the  purpose  of  being  dealt  with  as  Slaves ;  and  no  subfeol  of  the  Aboh 
country  shall  be  in  any  way  concerned  in  the  exporting  or  imporliBg 
Slaves,  or  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade,  either  within  or  withoni  the 
limits  of  the  country.

:  misdioners  or  those  of  them  who  may  be  present,  and  in  their  absenee 
the  commissioned  or  commandiDg  officer  on  board  the  British  vessel 
making  the  seizure,  or  any  agent  authorized  for  that  purpose,  shall,  in 
presence  of  the  Chief,  or  headman  appointed  by  him,  make  due  exa- 
mination and  inqidiy  into  the  case,  and  shall  condemn  the  said  vessel 
or  boai  with  the  olaves  on  board,  if  satisfied  that  the  provisions  of  this 
Agreement  have  been  thus  contravened,  or  otherwise  acquit  and  restore 
the  same. 

ly.  That  from  and  after  the  signing  of  this  Agreement,  no  person 
whatever,  coming  into  the  eonntry,  shall  be  reduced  into  Slavery,  or 
treated  or  used  as  Slaves.  All  white  persons  whatever,  and  all  British 
fliubjects  of  whatever  colour,  at  present  detained  in  Slavery,  shall  be 
immediately  set  free. 

V.  British  people  may  freely  come  into  the  Aboh  country,  and 
may  stay  in  it  or  pass  through  it;  and  they  shall  be  treated  as  friends 
vrhile  in  it,  and  they  may  leave  the  country  with  their  property, 
when  they  please. 

« >yi.  Christians  of  whatever  nation  or  country,  peaceably  conduet- 

rja^g  themselves  in  the  dominions  of  the  Chief  of  Aboh,  shall  be  left  in 
the  free  enioyment  and  exercise  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  shall 
not  be  hindered  or  molested  in  their  endeavours  to  teach  the  same  to 
all  persons  whatever,  willing  and  desirous  to  be  taught;  nor  shall  any 
subject  of  Aboh  who  may  embrace  the  Christian  faith,  be,  on  that 
30comnty  or  on  account  of  the  teaching  or  exercise  thereof,  molested  or 
ttoubled  in  an^  manner  whatsoever. 

VII.  British  people  may  always  trade  freely  with  the  people  of 
Aboh,  in  every  article  which  they  may  wish  to  buy  or  sell ;  and 
neither  the  Bntish  people,  nor  the  people  of  Aboh,  shall  ever  be  forced 
to  boy  or  sell  any  article,  nor  shall  they  be  prevented  from  buying  or 
belling  any  article  with  whomsoever  tney  please,  and  they  shall  not 
be  compelled  to  employ  an  agent ;  and  the  customs  and  dues  taken  by 
the  Chief  of  Aboh  on  British  goods  sold  in  the  Aboh  country,  shall  in 
nCf  case  be  more  altogether  than  one-twentieth  part  of  the  goods  so 
imported,  or  their  ascertained  value ;  and  there  shall  be  no  duty,  toll, 
oar  oustom^  levied  on  goods  exported. 

VIII.  The  paths  shall  be  kept  open  through  the  Aboh  country 
to-  ether  countries,  so  that  British  traders  may  cany  goods  of  all  kinds 
tbrongh  the  Aboh  country  to  sell  them  elsewhere ;  and  the  traders  of 
ether  countries  may  bring  their  goods  through  the  Aboh  country  to 
trade  with  the  British  people. 

IX.  British  people  may  buy  and  sell  or  hire  lands  and  houses  in 
the  Aboh  country;  and  their  houses  shall  not  be  entered  without 
their  oonsent,  nor  shall  their  goods  be  seized  nor  their  persons 
touched ;  and  if  British  people  are  wronged  or  ill-treated  by  the 
people  of  Aboh^  the  Chief  of  Aboh  shall  punish  those  doing  such

Aboh  people,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  oi  the  country  lor  the 
recoyery  of  the  same ;  provided  always  tiiat  bo  ii^ary  be  4oae  to  hif 
person.  The  Chief  of  Aboh  shall  make  knowm  the  4ot  to  «li#  con-

It  is  understood  that  all  British  vessels  or  boats  aae  at 
liberty  to  nayigate  the  River  Niger,  and  its  branches  and  triboiariei^ 
without  the  payment  of  any  duties,  tolls,  or  costoms,  whaioMTec. 
The  Chief  of  Aboh  promises  to  use  his  utmost  endeavMoa  te  £m»- 
litate  the  conveyance  of  messengers  and  despatches  to  or  hoBk  British 
people. 

XIV.  The  power  of  sanctioning  or  modifying  this  Treaty  m  ex- 
pressly reserved  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain. 

XV.  Any  infringement  of  this  Treaty  will  subjeet  the  diof  «l 
Aboh  to  the  severe  displeasure  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain^  and  the 
loss  of  the  duties  herein  stipnlated  for. 

XVI.  The  Chief  of  Aboh  shall,  within  forty-eight  hanaaCikt 
date  of  this  Agreement,  make  a  law  for  canying  the  whole  of  it  inlo 
effect,  and  shall  proclaim  that  law;  and  the  CUef  of  Abok  oholl  pot 
thai  law  in  force,  from  that  Ume  for  ever.

Engagement  between  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ochijeh^  the 
Attah  of  the  Egarra  Country.  Signed  at  Iddahy  SepteM>er 
6,  IMl. 

There  sWl  bo  peace  and  friendship  between  the  people  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  people  of  Egarra ;  and  the  Slave  Trade  shall  be 
put  down  for  ever  in  the  Egarra  country;  and  the  people  of  Great  Bri* 
tain  and  the  people  of  Egarra  shall  trade  together  innocently,  justly, 
kindly,  and  nsefdlly ;  and  Captain  Henry  Dundas  Trotter,  Comman- 
der William  Allen,  Commander  Bird  Allen,  and  William  Cook> 
Esquire,  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain; 
and  Ochijeh,  the  Attah  of  Egarra,  on  his  own  part  and  that  of  his 
people,  do  make  the  following  Agreement  for  these  purposes : — 

I.  The  Slave  Trade  shsdl  be  utterly  abolished  in  the  Egarra 
country,  and  from  the  signing  of  this  Agreement,  no  persons  whatever 
shall  lie  removed  out  of  the  country  for  the  purpose  of  beiuff  treated  or 
dealt  with  as  Slaves;  nor  shall  any  persons  whatever  be  allowed  to  be 
brought  through  the  country,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  treated  or  dealt  with  as  Slaves,  by  way  of  exportation  or  other- 

•Wise;  nor  shall  any  persons  whatever  be  imported  into  the  country  for 
the  purpose  of  being  dealt  with  as  Slaves;  and  no  subject  of  the 
Egarra  country  shall  be  in  anyway  concerned  in  the  exporting  and  im- 

Sirting  Slaves,  or  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade,  either  within  or  without 
6  limits  of  the  countr^r.     The  Chief  promises  to  inflict  reasonable 
punishment  on  all  his  subjects  who  may  break  this  law. 

II.  The  officers  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  may  seize  every 
vessel  or  boat  of  Egarra  found  anjrwhere  carrying  on  the  Trade  in 
Slaves,  and  may  also  seize  every  vessel  or  boat  of  other  nations  with 
whom  a  similar  Agreement  has  been  made,  found  carrying  on  the 
Trade  in  Slaves  in  the  waters  belonging  to  the  Chief  of  Egarra;  upon 
which  seizure,  and  after  regular  condemnation,  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Agreement,  the  Slaves  shall  be  made  free,  and  the  vessels 
or  boats  shall  be  destroyed.

I.  That^  from  the  signing  of  this  Agreement,  no  hunuui  feeing 
whatever  shall  be  sacrificed  on  account  of  religious  or  other  ceremonies 
or  customs  in  the  Effarra  country. 

II.  The  Chief  of  Egarra  seus,  and,  from  this  time  forward^  naJces 
oyer  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  entirely  and  ftor  eyer^ 
all  such  land  and  eyerything  in  and  upon  it,  as  Her  Majesty's  Com- 
missioners may  select,  it  beinff  understood  that  the  land  shall  consist  of, 
at  least,  two  portions^  one  of  which  shall  be  situated  near,  or  in  the 
neighbourhood  of^  the  confluence  of  the  Rivers  Niger  and  Tchadda^  and 
the  other  on  an  island  between  Iddah  and  such  place  aforesaid,  the 
boundaries  thereof  to  be  marked  out  by  the  agents  sent  by  the  Chief 
of  Egarra  for  that  purpose,  who  shaU  lie  fully  authorized  by  the  Chief 
of  Egarra  to  make  over  and  deliver  the  said  land  to  Her  Majesty's 
Commissioners^  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  Chief  of  Egarra  were  him- 
self present.  And  the  British  people  may  erect  forts  wherever  they 
please,  upon  the  same ;  the  said  land  to  be  held  by  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  free  of  all  claims  to  future  tribute,  toll,  or  taxar 
tion,  of  any  kind  whatever,  in  consideration  of  which,  seven  hundred 
thousand  cowries,  or  goods  to  that  amount,  will  be  given  to  the  Chief 
of  Egarra^  one-fifth  part  of  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  agent  as  secu- 
rity for  the  purchase,  as  soon  as  the  said  land  shall  be  delivered  over  to 
the  said  Commissioners.  And  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  shall^  after 
her  people  have  had  possession  of  the  said  land  twelve  months,  in  case 
they  wish  to  keep  the  same,  pay  to  the  Attah  of  Egarra  the  remainder 
of  the  price  above  stated,  eitlier  at  once  or  in  annual  instalments,  not 
exceeding  ^y^  as  most  convenient  to  the  Queen ;  and  when  the  land, 
according  to  this  Agreement,  has  been  delivered  over  to  the  British 
people,  £e  same  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, to  all  intents  and  purposes,  for  ever.
